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With more than ordinary interest international lawyers 
are looking forward to the international naval conference 
which will be held at London in October at the invitation 
of the British government. Some naval students think 
this may prove the mest important meeting of the princi- 
pal naval powers since the conference immediately after 
the Crimean War, resulting in the Declaration of Peris 
for the abolition of privateering. 'The conference has 
heen called chiefly to formulate laws for the government 
of the proposed international prize court under the 
twelfth convention of the second Hague conference last 
year, which was signed by the American plenipotentiaries, 
but has not been approved by the Senate. This prize 
court needs definite rules to meet such important ques- 
tions as the right of capture, the abolition and definition 
of contraband, the maintenance of blockades, the status 
of private property at sea and allied questions. Ameri- 
can interests will be represented at that gathering by 
Rear Admiral Charles H. Stockton, U.S.N., and Profes- 
sor George Grafton Wilson, of Brown University, both 
eminent authorities on international and maritime law, as 
the New York Tribune well says. Rear Admiral Stock- 
ton was president of the Naval War College in 1899. 
Previously he had prepared lectures on international law, 
delivered by Dr. Snow, of Harvard, at the War College, 
for publication, and was lecturer on international law at 
the War College in 1895 and two years later was on spe- 
cial duty as lecturer on international law at the Waz 
College. Admiral Stockton in 1900 prepared the laws 
and usages of war at sea by direction of the Secretary 
of the Navy, which have been issued to the Service as G. 
O. 557. Dr. Wilson has been professor of social and polit- 
ical science at Brown University for nearly twenty years, 
has written several important treatises on international 
law, is one of the recognized authorities on naval and 
maritime law in this country and has been a lecturer on 
international law at the Naval War College for the last 
eight years, as well as at Harvard University. That 
there are wide divergences to be reconciled at the coming 
conference’ is plain from a consideration of the British 
and American views on the seizure of property non-cor- 
traband on the high seas. ‘The United States has fa- 
vored immunity of private property while Great Britain 
favors the capture of such property. The American view 
at the last two Hague conferences has been that the pri- 
vate property of all citizens of the signatories, except con- 
traband of war, should be exempt from capture or seiz- 
ure. Another important point to be discussed is the 
American attitude toward privateering as declared against 
in the Paris declaration of 1856. ‘The United States 
never signed that declaration. 
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As the Army AND Navy JourNAL has insisted from 
the first that the work of building the Panama Canal 
should be intrusted to the Army engineers, to whom it 
rightfully belongs, we are naturally very much pleased 
with the proof the Army officers are giving of the sound- 
ness of our plea on their behalf. The latest testimony 
to their success is found in the report dated Aug. 6, but 
just made public, of the special commission appointed by 
the President April 25 last “to investigate conditions, es- 
pecially as regards labor and accommodations, on the 
Isthmus of Panama.” The character of the Commission- 
ers’ report is indicated by the letter of the President 
acknowledging its receipt, which appears elsewhere. The 
commissioners confirm the reports we have published of 
the rapid progress of the work of canal construction. 
Colonel Gocthals’s calculation that the canal can be com- 
pleted in 1912 subjects him to an unworthy sneer on the 
part of the New York Evening Post, which suggests that 
his statement to this effect is made for political effect. 
It is unfortunate for the Army engineers that in esti- 


‘cover half the bread. 


mating their ability to finish government work promptly, 
as well as economically, no account is made of the delays 
to which they are habitually subjected by the unreadiness 
of Congress to supply the money required to carry gov- 
ernment work to rapid completion. In the case of the 
Panama Canal the Army engineers have been relieved 
from the restrictions to which they are ordinarily sub- 
jected, and the result follows. The Post tells us that 
if Colonel Goethals accomplishes what he promises he 


will solve for the first time the problem of making gov- - 


ernment work more efficient and economical than that of 
private contractors. Fle has already solved that prob- 
lem, and has the Post forgotten how the same problem 
has been solved heretofore in the case of the Washington 
Monument, the State, War and Navy Department Build- 
ings, the Congressional Library and other public works 
under the direction of officers of the Army? Referring 
to the prediction of Col. Goethals that the Panama Canal 
will be completed in five years, the Rochester Times-Ex- 
press says: “Col. Goethals is not in the habit of talking to 
hear himself talk. He is not an easy prey of the profes- 
sional interviewer, and he has never been noted as a proph- 
et. Therefore, when he does utter words of prophecy, the 
world is advised to sit up and listen. Colonel Goethals 
is a modest, retiring sort of man who does one thing at a 
lime, and does that one thing to the best of his ability. 
He was ordered to Panama to dig the canal, and curi- 
ously enough the dirt has been flying during his tenure 
of office. And it is also curious that the Colonel has not 
complained of the climate, found fault with his working 
staff, or grumbled about his wages, Apparently, he has 
been contented with his job and with conditions in the 
Canal Zone. It was a happy thought on the part of the 
government to put the work of digging the canal in 
charge of a military engineer.” 
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In the New York Times of Aug. 23 is an interview 
with Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, U.S.N., retired, 
at Lake Mohonk. Replying to a question as to the con- 
dition of the Navy to-day, Admiral Evans is quoted as 


follows: “The Navy is all right, but there is not enough 
of it. What we need is forty-eight first-class battleships. 


We want two great fleets of twenty-four battleships each, 
one of those fleets to be on duty in the Atlantic and the 
other in the Pacific, sixteen of the battleships in each 
fieet being in commission all the time, and the other 
eight in reserve. The Navy is like the bread-and-butter 
story. There is plenty of bread, but not enough butter. 
The butter we have is all right, but it is only enough to 
What we want is enough butter 
to cover all the bread. As for the personnel of tha 
American Navy, it could not be finer than it is now. The 
officers are splendid fellows, well trained, and thoroughly 
up to date. The enlisted men are splendid men, and 
no navy in the world has such excellent material in it as 
has ours.” Speaking of the type of battleships that are 
to be the marine engines of warfare in the future, Ad- 
miral Evans’s reported opinion was that the nations 
would continue to follow the Dreadnought type of all big 
gun ships, and that the ships would be enlarged until the 
25,000-ton displacement figure was reached. He thought 
that the 25,000-ton would be the limit, as ships bigger 
than that would be unwieldy and too hard to handle with 
dexterity. 
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In the death of Baron Speck von Sternburg, Ambas- 
sador to the United States, who died in Heidelberg on 
Aug. 23, Germany has lost a diplomat who gave to his 
ambassadorial duties the impress of his personality more 
perhaps than any other minister from the continent had 
ever done. He began his career in Washington at a 
time when there was a marked prejudice against the 
German policy as a result of the Spanish war. Having 
an American wife, who was Miss Lillian May Langhorn, 


‘of Kentucky, and a previous acquaintance with the life 


of this country, he abandoned much of the reserve asso- 
eiated with ambassadorial dignity. He spoke often in 
public, gave his views freely in magazines, weeklies, and 
daily interviews, and visited many places in America 
with democratic ease of manner. ‘This attitude of cov- 
diality and good will could not fail to make an impres- 
sion upon the country and it was not long before he was 
able to see a pleasant change in popular feeling and a 
dissipation of prejudices that really had no reason for 
existence. He assumed in the United States the posi- 
tion which American representatives like Ambassadors 
Bayard and Lowell occupied at the court of St. James, 
and was not afraid to touch tactfully and instructively 
on subjects of national interest to Americans. 





The inquiry made some weeks ago through the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL as to the issue of forage to chap- 
lains owning private horses has led to action which will 
place these officers in the class of officers who are to have 
allowance for furnishing mounts, It was found that un- 
der the practice of the Quartermaster’s Department 
chaplains have never been allowed forage for horses. Pro- 
vision was made for their transportation on field duty 
by requiring the Quartermaster’s Department to furnish 
them horses; and under the Chaplains’ Act passed three 
or four years ago the various grades of chaplains were 
to be paid as if they were mounted officers. This latter 
provision seems to have been simply a use of terms to 
express the amount of pay and not to enable chaplains 
to be actually mounted. Following the comment on the 
matter in the columns of the JOURNAL an earnest appeal 
was made by Chaplain Barton W. Perry, stationed with 
the 3d Field Artillery at Fort Myer, for the extension 
of the necessary convenience of horses to a worthy and 


valuable class of officers whose duties, while not per- 
haps entirely military, were often quite as arduous and 
heroic as any. The matter was taken up by the General 
Staff and the conclusion reached that the claim was rea- 
sonable and an order classifying chaplains as mounted 
officers is in preparation. One of the most interesting 
phases of the incident appears in the fact that Chaplain 
Charles C. Pierce, major, who was stationed at Fort 
Myer last year, was ordered to take the riding test, and 
when he went before the medical board was pronounced 
physically unfit for the ordeal. This action seemed to 
place it beyond dispute that at least the majors in the 
list of chaplains were mounted officers, The new order 
goes the whole figure and includes the entire list, majors, 
captains and first lieutenants. The chaplain who does 
not furnish his horse will have one furnished for him 
by the quartermaster. If he has his own horse ‘he will 
receive the additional pay provided for mounted officers 
and he will be entitled to forage and equipment. 
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Referring to the remark of Admiral Sperry in toasting 
the British navy, during the festivities attendant upon 
the reception at Auckland to the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 
“We are more than cousins,” the Army and Navy Ga- 
zette says that the officers and men of the British navy 
recognize and appreciate highly the skill and seamanship 
displayed by their comrades of the visiting fleet. ‘“Pres- 
ently,” continues the Gazette, “the fine ships which Ad- 
mirai Sperry has the honor to command will be in the 
Mediterranean, and then an opportunity will be afforded 
to the British navy to offer hospitality on their own ac- 
count at Malta and Gibraltar. But although this may be 
a more striking greeting, it will not be warmer or more 
sincere than that given by the smaller squadrons under 
the White Ensign along the line of route. It could be 
wished that the American ships had been able to come to 
Portsmouth, for when Admiral Sperry’s sixteen battle- 
ships get once more into the waters of the Atlantic they 
will have completed an unprecedented achievement, and 
-with an honest desire to entertain their blood relations 
and brethren-in-arms, our seamen will also have excited 
a very keen professional instinct of curiosity to see a 
fleet, the unique training of which will have raised it to 
a high standard of efficiency.” °

Though the number of U.S. government pension certifi- 
eates is now 887,340, an increase of 371,089 since 1905, 
the administrative expenses in connection with the hand- 
ling of this big work have been so reduced that a saving 
of $2,204,586 for the period 1905-8 is shown over the 
preceding period of 1901-04. From 1901 to 1904, inclu- 
sive, there were issued 516,251 certificates of pension. 
From 1905 to 1908, inclusive, there were issued, not 
including 202,577 increases under the Act of April 19, 
1908, made by directions to pension agents, 887,340 cer- 
tificates, an increase of 371,089. From 1901 to 1904, in- 
clusive, there was paid as pensions, $554,888,977, and 
from 1905 to 1908, inclusive, $571,391,648, an increase 
of. $16,502,671. The operating expenses of the bureau 
for the two periods were, respectively, $15,281,748 and 
$13,077,162, a decrease of $2,204,586.

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REPORT UPON THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The nature of the conclusions reached by the commis- 
sion appointed last April to report upon conditions on the 
Isthmus of Panama is indicated by the letter from the 
President acknowledging the receipt of the report. It 
is dated Aug. 21, 1908, and is as follows: 

Gentlemen: I have received your admirable report upon 
conditions at Panama. I am greatly impressed with it, and 
shall submit it to Congress with appropriate recommendations 
as soon as that body convenes. Meanwhile, I shall send your 
recommendations to Colonel Goethals, and ask him to put 


them into effect so far as possible, and where he deems this - 


impossible or impracticable, to report the fact to me with 
his. reasons. I A naturally extremely pleased at the very 
satisfactory showing that your report makes of conditions 
under Colonel Goethals and his associates. I doubt if there 
is any piece of work undertaken on behalf of the American 
people of recent years of which the American people have 
more reason to be proud than of the work hitherto done on 
the Panama Canal. The success has literally been astounding. 
Five years ago, when we undertook the task, no sane map 
would have dared to hope for the results which have already 
been achieved. The work itself has been advanced more ex- 
peditiously than we had ventured to think possible, and the 
rapidity of the rate of progress has steadily increased. Mean- 
while the treatment of hygienic conditions on the Isthmus has 
been such as to make it literally the model for all work of 
the kind in tropical countries. Five years ago the Isthmus 
of Panama was a by-word for unhealthiness of the most deadly 
kind. At present the Canal Zone is one of the healthiest 
places on the globe, and the work which is being prosecuted 
with such tremendous energy is being prosecuted under condi- 
tions so favorable to the health and well-being of the workers 
that the mortality among them is abnormally small. 

Finally, in addition to the extreme efficiency of the work 
under Colonel Goethals and his associates and the extraordi- 
nary hygienic success achieved under Dr. Gorgas, there is the 
further and exceedingly gratifying fact that on the Isthmus the 
United States government has been able to show itself a model 
employer. There are matters to correct, of course, as your re- 
port shows, but on the whole it is true that the United States 
government is looking after the welfare, health and comfort 
of those working for it as no other government has ever done 
in work of like character.

On the same day the President forwarded this letter to 
Colonel Goethals : 


My dear Colonel Goethals: I send you herewith a copy of 
the report on the Panama Canal. It is most gratifying, and I 
congratulate you upon the showing made. I ask that you give 
effect to the recommendations of the commission so far as 
possible, and that where you deem this impossible or imprac- 
ticable, you report the same to me, with your reasons. 

Again congratulating you and the whole commission on your 
really phenomenal success, I am sincerely yours, 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

In addition to presenting statistics of the progress of 
the work which confirm previous reports, the commission- 
ers say: 

Work on the construction of the Isthmian Canal has passed 
through two stages, those of planning and of preparation. It 
is now in the third and final stage, the stage of construction. 
The terrible scourge of yellow fever, against which the French 
struggled in vain; the filthy and pest-breeding state of the 
principal Panamanian towns, the rough labor camps, and other 
pioneer hardships of the two first eras, have been eliminated 
through the brilliant and persistent activities of the Depart- 
ment of Sanitation, the Department of Municipal Engineering, 
and the Building Department. To-day we find yellow fever 
driven from the Isthmus, the deadly Stegomyia mosquito thus 
rendered innocuous, malaria and pneumonia greatly reduced, 
and a high average of health established.

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THE PENALTIES OF DESERTION. 

Col. “. J. Crane has issued a circular at the Headquar- 
ters of the 9th Infantry, which will be of great value 
in impressing the real seriousness of the crime of deser- 
tion upon the new recruit, or the older soldier who has 
not given the subject due thought and attention. It is as 
follows: 





Cireular 15, Headquarters 9th Infantry, 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex., Aug. 11, 1908. 

The Regimental Commander regrets exceedingly that the 
regiment has recently seen a number of its enlisted men sep- 
arate themselves from the Army by desertion. 

It is not believed that the average deserter properly appre- 
ciates and understands the gravity of the crime of desertion. 

It is not believed that he properly appreciates the solem- 
nity and binding force of his oath of enlistment. One method 
of getting at the meaning of the enlistment oath and of its 
violation, is to consider the punishment which for centuries 
past it has been customary in the armies of the world to 
measure out to the deserter. Such punishment has, with pos- 
sibly few exceptions, been death in time of war, and a milder 
form of punishment for desertion in time of peace. 

In our Service death is the legal punishment for desertion 
in time of war, and during peace a period of confinement at 
hard labor, carrying with it loss of citizenship. 

If the soldier will stop to consider, he will readily under- 
stand that his desertion, even in peace time, would be no mere 
quitting of a job which has become distasteful to him, but that 
it is an act similar in gravity and heinousness to those which 
in civil life are punished by confinement in the state peniten- 
tiary, which punishment, if not ended by official pardon, car- 
ries with it a loss of citizenship forever, in addition to the 
loss of respect of his former friends. 

A deserter then has no legal right to cast a vote or to hold 
office like any citizen, and his violation of his oath has sunk 
him below the respect and esteem of his fellow man. All this 
he justly deserves for his base desertion of his country in 
time of need. A deserter in time of peace would have no con- 
scientious scruples against deserting in war. 

The officers and non-commissioned officers of the regiment 
will constantly keep it in mind to kindly inform the young sol- 
dier regarding the enlistment oath and the awful consequences 
of its violation. 

It is earnestly desired to save the young soldier the disgrace 
and shame of abandoning his country by breaking his solemn 
oath to serve her, and the awful consequences which must re- 
sult therefrom, including remorse for his act of desertion, 
mental anguish caused by the eternal hiding from pursuit, and 
the knowledge that he has no legal rights of citizenship under 
the iaws of the United States, and finally the prospects of be- 
trayal, delivery, trial and punishment at the hands of a mili- 
tary court.

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At Springfield on Aug. 24 a test was made of Hiram 
Maxim's device for lessening the noise of gunfire, on the 
United States magazine rifle, with results that were said 
to be satisfactory to both the inventor and the board of 
officers witnessing the test. The examining board consist- 
ed of Major Kenneth Morton, Capt. Charles M.. Allen 
and Lieut. Charles A. Meals, all Ordnance Department, 
U.S.A. The tests were made at the sixteen acres range. 
Without the noiseless device the discharge of the rifle 
could be heard 5,700 yards, while with the device it could 
be heard only 1,500 yards, the invention thus eliminat- 





ing 74 per cent. of the noise. At 1,500 yards the dis- 
charge sounded like the click of the hammer on an empty 
shell. Further tests were made at the Watershops range 
to discover the percentage of velocity lost with the inven- 
tion. This could not be determined accurately, as the 
length of the barrel had been changed by Mr. Maxim be- 
fore screwing on the muffler. It was estimated, however. 
that the loss in velocity was between 5 and 6 per cent. 


In Pearson’s Magazine for September we have an ac- 
count of the Brownsville affair, which is once more at- 
tracting public attention, from the point of view of 
the redoubtable Capt. “Bill” McDonald, of the Texas 
Rangers, whose humble scribe is Albert Bigelow Paine. 
In his account of “Bill’s” visit to Fort Brown, Mr. Paine 
represents our Army officers there as being thrown into 
a condition little short of panic by his presence, and he 
describes one as being convinced that “Bill” was ready 


to “charge hell with a bucket of water.’ In that awful 
presence Major Penrose is described as limiting himself 
to “apparent frankness” as looking “a trifle depressed” 
and “unhappy,” and as “shifting a little.’ Captain Mack- 
lin is described as “wearing a sort of uneasy bravado,” as 
“looking rather discomposed.” These officers are further 
described as permitting themselves to be addressed as 
“Penrose” and “Macklin,” and as listening without pro- 
test to the direct charge that they were trying to cover 
up the matter, making “no coherent defense to these 
charges,” and answering politely questions about their 
“niggers.” It would appear from this account that the 
Ranger Captain was prepared to slaughter the entire 
garrison of Fort Brown, with his automatic pistol and 
eyes which under excitement “turn into points of gray 
which pierce the offender through.” Even an order of 
the local court was not sufficient to turn McDonald from 
his sanguinary purpose, and he was only restrained by 
an order from the Governor of Texas, whose authority 
was the only one he recognized. We can_ well believe 
from Mr. Paine’s narrative that “Captain Bill is apt to 
be more direct than conventional in his usage. It is a 
part of his charm.” Not to be outdone by his hero in 
frankness, Mr. Paine tells us that when McDonald said 
to our officers assembled at Fort Brown, “You are all 
trying to cover up this matter, and it makes you just as 
sorry as these niggers, you being accessory to the crime,” 
he meant by “sorry,” “mean” and “paltry.” “As for 
Macklin there.” continued McDonald, “I think he was 
out with the niggers, and when he didn’t come home with 
them—he having got scared and hid, I reckon—they 
thought he had got caught and was in jail.” It is well that 
our troops should be withdrawn from a locality where, 
in dealing with the civil authorities, they have to choose 
between a deadly fight and submitting, on the principle 
of noblesse oblige, to the bullying and insults of a man 
like McDonald. He has, no doubt, done excellent service 
in suppressing Texas outlaws, but he was evidently 
wholly out of place in dealing with our military authori- 
ties. If there had been less of this bullying and “nigger- 
ing” we might have learned the facts in this Brownsville 
affair, as we have in every other case involving an out- 
break upon the part of negro troops. The official reports 
published in the Congressional Record do not indicate 
that there was a “conspiracy of silence’ in any other 
case. 
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Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Mindanao, in reviewing the proceedings 
ir the case of Private Charles FE. Longwell, Co. C, 1st 
Batin. of Engrs., who was acquitted of the charges of 
losing his arms and accouterments and of neglect of duty 
by a G.C.M., makes the following interesting comment: 
“It appears from the evidence that the accused was a 
member of an armed guard over a working party of 
some fifty or sixty Moros at a quarry on the Overton- 
Keithley road, near Pantar, Mindanao. During the fir- 
ing of a blast in the quarry the accused took refuge be- 
hind a tree at a considerable distance from the exploding 
machine. In this position he was disarmed by two 
Moros of the working party, who escaped, taking with 
them his rifle, revolver, ammunition and other minor 
articles. Much testimony was taken as to whether the 
accused had or had not disobeyed orders in being where 
he was at the moment he was disarmed. This testimony 
has little bearing on the real issue. If he had disobeyed 
an order it constituted an additional offense. If he did 
not disobey an order it in no way alters the fact, clearly 
established in the evidence, that this soldier, armed with 
his loaded rifle and revolver. and with his bayonet, was 
disarmed by two unarmed Moros with no evidence of a 
struggle worthy of the name. The degree of care which 
is expected to be taken in the protection of military 
weapons is indicated in orders of the Secretary of War. 
The evidence shows that no such care, nor any degree 
of care approximating it, was taken in this case. If 
a fully armed American soldier, in broad daylight, with- 
out a blow upon his person, without a cut or a wound of 
any description whatsoever, can have his arms taken 
from him by two naked unarmed Moros and this loss 
under such circumstances can be condoned by a court of 
officers, it is difficult to see what protection the govern- 
ment has for any arms issued to troops in this Depart- 
ment. It is well known that the Moros about Lake 
Lanao are armed with a considerable number of military 
weapons taken from soldiers at various times in the past. 
In the defense of these weapons the possessors have, in 
some instances, given up their lives: in others they will 
carry to their graves terrible wounds received while re- 
sisting to the uttermost. If our comrades are killed or 
wounded by weapons thus captured, it is the ordinary 
fate of war: but that an enemy should be armed with 
weapons and ammunition taken under the circumstances 
shown by the evidence in this case, is intolerable. The 
findings and acquittah are disapproved. First Class 
Private Longwell will be released from arrest and re- 
stored to duty.” 








Col. John W. Pullman, Q.M.D., Acting Q.M. General, 
U.S.A., in a communication to the Adjutant General of 
the Army, under date of Aug. 7, states that the Quarter- 
master General’s Office is advised by the Depot Quarter- 
master in Washington, D.C., that in the distribution of 
fhe° campaign badges under the provisions of War De- 
partment Circulars Nos. 1 and 45, c.s., 16,300 badges of 
the various military campaigns have been issued upon 
lists submitted by commanding officers of companies, 
troops, batteries and detachments, and says: “War De- 
partment Circular No. 3, Jan. 18, 1908, requires that the 
badges ‘be sent by the Depot Quartermaster, Washing- 
ton, D.C., directly to commanding officers of companies, 
troops, batteries and detachments for issue by them to 
the enlisted men of their commands entitled thereto,’ and 


further directs that ‘The name of each enlisted man to 
whom a badge is issued, together with the serial number 
of the badges, will be poomntly reported, through mili- 
tary channels, to the Adjutant General of the Army.’ “A 
considerable n of these reports have been received 
and duly noted, but issues have been made upon about 
five hundred lists, for which no reports have been re- 
ceived. It is essential for the completion of the official 
records, to trace each single badge to the enlisted man 
for whom it is properly intended. It is therefore recom- 
mended that the attention of the commanding generals 
of geographical divisions and departments, and com- 
manding officers of independent commands (recruiting 
officers excepted, in which case a separate letter cover- 
ing stations from which no reports have been received 
will be submitted) be called to the fact that the instruc- 
tions from the War Department, relating to the issue of 
badges, have, in many instances, not been complied with, 
so that the reports be rendered in all cases. It is 
further suggested that further instructions be given to the 
effect that where a campaign badge for any reason is not 
delivered to the soldier to whom it rightfully belonged, 
or was intended, the badge be returned to the issuing 
officer and report made in each case, as required by War 
Department Cireular No. 3, Jan. 18, 1908. These recom- 
mendations are submitted so as to avoid the multiplicity 
ef correspondence should each case be made the subject 
of a separate letter.” 
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“The Navy Athletic Association, sorely disappointed 
over the failure of the midshipmen to win the inter- 
collegiate regatta at Poughkeepsie in 1907, is quietly 
but determinedly working to get the permission of the 
Navy Department for the ‘middy’ oarsmen to row at 
Poughkeepsie next summer,’ the New York Tribune 
reports. “Every effort will be made to win over the 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy to this point of 
view and to get him to approve a request on the part 
of the Academy’s rowing authorities for permission to 
send two crews to Poughkeepsie. If the Superintendent 
approves. such a_ request, it is considered practically 
certain that the Navy Department will also approve it. 
The main difficulty lies in getting the approbation of 
the Superintendent, who this year took the position that 
the midshipmen would lose too much time from their 
practical work if they wert to the regatta. Naval offi- 
cers interested in the question, even the most optimistic 
of them, have been unable to detect any change in tha 
attitude of Capt. Charles J. Badger, U.S.N., the pres- 
ent Superintendent. But the Association will attempt 
in ways which will not violate naval etiquette to per- 
suade the Secretary of the Navy to their point of view. 
Secretary Metcalf’s son, now an ensign in the Navy, 
pulled on the Navy crew while he was in the Academy, 
and they hope for this reason that Mr. Metcalf will not 
turn an entirely deaf ear.” 
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Capt. Lucius R. Holbrook, Subsistence Department, 
U.S.A., chief instructor at the School for Bakers and 
Cooks at Fort Riley, has twenty-four ovens, movable and 
of the knockdown order, installed with all the necessary 
equipments at the school of instruction, and from these 
ovens he is able to furnish the entire camp and members 
of the post, numbering 5,000, with all the bread re- 
quired, which is about 2,500 large size loaves each day. 
These loaves are not what is known as the baker’s loaf, 
but are twice the size, and of course doubly nutritious. 
The work of the bakery is carried on day and night, the 
men who do the work being divided into two shifts. It 
has been decided that the troops, both Regulars and Mi- 
litia, be instructed on certain days during the maneu- 
vers in the art of bread making in the field by the gradu- 
ates of the school for bakers and cooks. Instruction will 
also be given in cooking by other graduates of the school, 
one graduate being assigned to each organization as an 
instructor, although these instructors will be supervised 
daily by the regular instructors “at the school. By this 
method each company, battery, detachment and troop at 
the maneuvers will be supplied with the best of food 
and the cooks of each organization receive the best in- 
struction.

Our Army officers have been and continue to be the 
advance agents of civilization and commercial develop- 
ment in our outlying possessions and newly opened terri- 
tories, both in the regular course of duty and through 
their voluntary interest in local activities.

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Inspector General E, A. Garlington, U. 8. A., has ren- 
dered an opinion, approved by the Secretary of War, un- 
der date of July 28, 1908, as to whether men of a 
machine gun platoon, when rationed as a separate or- 
ganization in the field, are entitled to any part of the 
funds and savings of their respective troops or companies. 
He says: “Under A. R. 327 the company fund is dis- 
bursed by the company commander with the concurrence 
of the company_council, solely for the wenefit of the 
company. The War Department authorizes expenditure 
of this fund for certain purposes and prescribes that for 
all other = its disbursement is unauthorized (Cir. 
6, 4 D's ). It is believed, however, that the regu- 
Jation and circular quoted relate exclusively to expendi- 
ture for purchases, and that the question raised herein as 
to the authority of the department, regimental or Y oae 
commander to order the transfer of a proper amount from 
eompany or troop funds to accompany a soldier ordered 
for duty under such circumstances that he cannot have 
the advantage of the fund of the organization to which 
he belongs, is not affected by the regulation or circular 
referred to. The War Department on a number of occa- 
sions has exercised the right to order a pro rata distribu- 
tion of the company fund where organizations have been 
divided and reorganized (see par. 1, Cir. 18, A. G. O.., 
1901, and par. 11, G. O. 123, W. D,, 1907), and has also 
required that specific amounts shall accompany men sent 
to rifle competitions (see G. O. 31, W. D., 1908). De- 
partment commanders have, also, on numerous occasions 
directed that specific amounts shall be sent with men 
to rifle competitions (see G. O. 60, Hdqrs. Dept. of the 
East, 1908; G. O. 47, Hdqrs. Dept. of Texas, 1908; G. O. 
66, Hdqrs. Dept. of Calif., 1908; G. O. 49, Hdars. Army 
of Cuban Pacification, 1908). It is believed that where 
soldiers are detached on duty such as that specified in 
the letter here with an allotment to improve their 
mess can be ordered by the department, regimental or post 
commander from the fund of the organization to which 
they belong.” 
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Referring to Lieut, Henry M. Bankhead and 2d Lieut. 
lrederick J. Ostermann, 17th U.S. Inf., on duty at Fort 
McPherson, Ga., the Philadelphia (Pa.) Ledger says: 
“Lieutenants Bankhead and Ostermann, of the Regular 
Army, deserve some mention at a time when any half 
dozen hoodlums may constitute themselves into a mob 
wiith impunity in this country. Eighty soldiers on the 
way from a New York barracks to the Philippines be- 
took themselves to rowdyism in the Atlanta station Aug. 
19, 1908, and began to insult passengers with their 
anties. The police tried to quell them, and finally there 
Was a riotous free fight. A company of Regulars from 
Fort McPherson, near by, was summoned, and when it 
arrived the two lieutenants calmly ordered the troops 
to load with ball cartridge and to fire at command. Then 
the rioters were given the alternative of going into the 
ears to be locked into them or to die.. They went in and 
were locked up. And so it would be with each and every 
conceivable mob. If, however, some ecstatic mob, not 
governed by the impulses by which norma] human be- 
ings are swayed, should hesitate when confronted with 
sudden death, it would be much better for the United 
States and all its people that they should die instantly 
on the spot. The way to handle mobs is to handle them.” 
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Col. W. H. Heuer, U.S.A., retired, and Luther Wag- 
oner, engineers in charge of plans for a greater harbor 
at San Francisco, have submitted a report to the gov- 
ernor, the mayor and board of harbor commissioners, 
recommending improvements to the extent of $43,284,- 
195. The recommendations include the removal of the 
harbor line backward 150 feet, thus adding 148 acres of 
warehouse space and increasing the berth facilities from 
8.3 miles as at present to 47 miles.

2, 1901, having served through the Spanish War as lieu- 
tenant colonel of the 1st Rhode Island Infantry and as 
— in the 26th U.S. Volunteer Infantry in the Philip- 
pines, 
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Alaska will soon be provided with the complete system 
of communication that has been in progress of installa- 
tion for several years past. This week the Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army has been advised that the duplexing 
of the Valdez section of the Washington and Alaska 
Military Cable was completed on Aug. 18, 1908. With 
the completion of this work the entire through cable sys- 
tem from Seattle to Valdez is now operating duplex, 
which practically doubles the capacity of the system for 
through traffic. Recently, also, it was announced that 
two more wireless stations in the chain of wireless com- 
munication had been put in and now it is possible to 
send a message the entire length of the Yukon to Nome, 
St. Michaels, Fort Egbert, Fairbanks, Circle City and 
Eagle City. These wireless lines supplement the land 
lines and connect with the Navy wireless line, with its 
pg Sitka and the one which it is intended to place 
at Valdez. 
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The June statistics of the Department of Sanitation 
in the Panama Canal Zone report that the death rate 
in the city of Panama for the month was 44.90 in the 
thousand. The constantly high rate in tha city is 
principally due to tuberculosis and digestive diseases of 
children. These diseases are naturally slow to yield to 
measures of genera] sanitation, the report says. Com- 
paring two years with regard to the population of the 
Canal Zone, including both employees and civil popula- 
tion, a decrease in the death rate of 10.70 is shown; 
in June, 1907, the rate having been 31.15 as against 
20.45 for June, 1908. What pleases Col. W. C. Gorgas, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A.. chief sanitary officer, most is the 
improvement in the black death rate, which is called 
“really remarkable” in the report. In June, 1907, the 
rate among the colored employees was 29.96; in June, 
1908, it had fallen to 9.46. In the same period the 
white rate fell only 1.21, the figures being 21.05 in 
June, 1907, and 19.84 in June, 1908. 
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Many complaints of irregularities which had been 
made to the provisional government of Cuba and the re- 
cent discovery of a system of graft wherein the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction was involved, prompted Gov- 
ernor Magoon before his departure from Havana to leave 
a decree signed appointing Lieut. Col. Robert L. Bul- 
lard, Sth U.S. Inf., as supervisor of that department. 
The discovery of a padded pay roll by the Auditor’s De- 
partment was the cause prompting the Governor’s action. 
“Colonel Bullard, the new supervisor,” says the Havana 
Post, “is well known here and knows much of the inside 
of the Department of Public Instruction, having been 
commissioned some months past to investigate irregulari- 
ties regarding a contract for school desks, which resulted 
in the, origin of that celebrated phrase, ‘Chivos al ser- 
rucho,’ which implied that the graft was divided among 
those who participated in the deal.” Colonel Bullard’s 
position as supervisor is really that of secretary of pub- 
lie instruction, and he is a cabinet officer. 
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The Navy Bureau of Medicine and Surgery has revised 
its lists of medical periodicais so as to send sets of the 
various publications subcribed for by the bureau to the 
different hospitals, stations and ships, and recruiting sta- 
tions, according to the requirements of the work done at 
these places. To the hospitals at New York, Mare Island 
itnd Norfolk, where cases of tropical disease are cared for. 
periodicals on the tropics are sent. To the new Fort 
Lyon hospital for the tuberculous periodicals dealing with 
that disease are sent.

The 
great bulk of medical publications throughout the world 
are gone over carefully and important discussions digested 
for publication in the bureau’s bulletin so that the entire 
Service may have the benefit of the latest knowledge in

The articles are 
stored at all the various arsenals. 








From the publishing house of G. Scotti and Co., Rome, 
Italy, we have received a copy of a handsome portfolio 
of photos and historical matter relating to the cavalry cf 
the Italian army. The work was compiled by Lieat. E. 
Salaris, and is published under date of July 2, 1908, as 
a souvenir of the launching of the Lanziere, torpedoboat 
destroyer. In this publication the cavalry in poetry and 
prose extends its good wishes to the ship that is bidden 
to uphold upon the sea the traditions of the Lancers as a 
fighting division on land. The illustrations of the porit- 
folio are very fine and it is altogether a very handsome 
piece of work. 





The question whether Captain Baldwin should be paid 
for a fraction of a mile over and above the nineteen miles 
he made in the flight with his dirigible has been referred 
to the Comptroller of the Treasury. The distance was 
sixty-one hundredths of a mile, and if he is to be paid 
for it he will receive $1,617 additional.. The managers 
of the military tournament at St. Joseph, Mo., have 
asked the Secretary of War to send the dirigible to the 
tournament, with Captain Baldwin in charge. The mat- 
ter is under consideration and it is not unlikely that the 
request may be complied with. 
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Replying to the declarations of certain peace advo- 
cates that both coasts are now unprotected and nothing 
is happening, the Philadelphia Public Ledger remarks: 
“The truth is that on the Atlantic coast there is a strong- 
er fleet than the whole Navy would have constituted at 
the outbreak of war. with Spain, while on the Pacific 
side are at least eight armored cruisers in commission, 
each one more powerful than any battleship the Navy had 
ten years ago. Admirable as is peace, there is a place 
still for the manifest fact.” 


Brigadier General Bliss, U.S.A., command the De- 
partment of Mindanao, announces that on accogint of the 
loss of revolvers by soldiers while hunting, post. and- 
ers will forbid members of their commands carrying them 
when on such expeditions. Under existing orders hunt- 
ing parties, he directs, must consist of not less than five 
men, and the party can always be strong enough to pro- 
tect itself with its rifles. Where this is not the case, 
hunting will be suspended. 
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There is a sign of life in the Turkish navy. The ar- 
mored cruiser Zedjidieh, which was built by the Cramps 
at Philadelphia for the Turkish government in 1903, and 
which has been tied up at her moorings at Constantino- 
ple for five years, ‘is preparing to make her first trip 
since arriving in Turkey. The cruiser will soon proceed 
to Smyrna to welcome the Greek squadron. 
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Warward the course pf education takes its way. Of 
114 schools advertising in an August magazine forty-six, 
or 40 per cent., are classified as military. Furthermore, 
as an indication of prosperity and patronage the forty- 
six military schools pay for eight pages of advertising as 
against seven pages for the sixty-eight old-fashioned aca- 
demic and preparatory schools.—N.Y. Sun. 


It is reported to the War Department that a former 
Hospital Corps man giving the name of F. P. Hall is 
imposing on Army people and persons who have friends 
in the Army by getting worthless checks cashed. He suc- 
ceeded in cashing a check for $25 in New York on Aug. 
25 using a blank of the National Howard Bank of Balti- 
more. ‘ 
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In reply to a question, the War Department holds that 
a quartermaster sergeant of a battery of Field Artillery 
detailed as mess sergeant is entitled to additional pay 
provided therefor. Also that a sergeant in a band, duly 
detailed as mess sergeant, is entitled to $6 per month ad- 
ditional under Act of May 11, 1908. 
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One of the first drafts of female nurses, from the new 
corps that is soon to be formed from graduates of schools 
of nursing after passing the required examinations will 
be made for the Naval Hospital at Canacao, Cavite. As 
soon as practicable also a number of nurses will be sent 
to the Naval Hospital at Yokohama, Japan. 
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Brig. Gen. J. B. Aleshire, Quartermaster-General of 
the Army, returned to. Washington, Aug. 27, from an 
extended tour of inspection through the West, including 
a visit to the depot at Jeffersonville, Ind., and the exten- 
sive transport depot at San Francisco.

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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that the appropriation for 
the militia of the District of Columbia does not authorize 
an allowance or payment for subsistence of the officers 
of the naval battalion or a commutation of the same, nor 
is there any other law which authorizes such payment. 

In the case of 2d Lieut. Olaf H. Rask, U.S.M.C., de- 
ceased, it is decided that the appropriation for transport- 
ing the remains of officers to their homes cannot be used 
to transfer the remains from one cemetery to another 
which is not located at the home of the deceased. 

The Comptroller, overruling the decision of the Audi- 
tor, allows Lieut. J. K. Taussig, U.S.N., $17.60 for the 
time, during his attachment to the U.S.S. Florida, in 
which he was the guest of the Commandant of the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, The Auditor refused to allow sea duty 
pay for this period. The Comptroller very sensibly ac- 
cepts the view of Lieutenant Taussig, who says: “My 
going to the Commandant’s house as his guest for some 
of my meals, and at times sleeping there, was entirely 
an unofficial matter. Officers of the Navy attached to 
ships very often, while in port, do not take all their 
meals on heard ship, nor do they always sleep on board.” 

It is decided that the expense of the shipment of funds 
by express must be borne by the department requiring 
the transportation and which is personally benefited 
thereby. 

Reaflirming his decision of June 30, 1908, the Comp- 
troller says: ‘““The term ‘highest pay of his grade’ in 
the cases of assistant chiefs of bureaus is given effect by 
including full longevity pay as it is part of the pay of 
the grade: but the additional pay provided by the Act of 
May 13, 1908, for a particular duty, such as sea duty 
and shore duty abroad, is not a part of the yearly pay of 
the grade. Under the Act of May 13, 1908, pay for a par- 
ticular duty, such as sea duty and shore duty abroad, is 
not a part of the yearly pay of the grade. Under the 
Act of May 13, 1908, as interpreted by the said decision 
of June 30, 1908, assistant chiefs of bureaus receive an 
increase of pay of at least $500 per annum over their 
former pay, which is the increase generally provided oy 
that act. I am of cpinion that the decision of June 30, 
1908, is correct and should stand.” 

It is decided that the appropriation made by the Act of 
Jan. 21, 1908, cannot be used to pay for arms, etc., for 
which the state of Florida did not make requisition until 
July, 1908, at which time the laws of Jan. 21, 1903, and 
March 2, 1907, had ceased to be operative. 

Paymr. C. R. O’Leary, U.S.N., asked that 176 rations 
erroneously credited to the general mess of the U.S.S. 
Tennessee during the second quarter of 1908 be offset by 
an equal number which were short issued in the first 
quarter. Overruling the decision of the Auditor, Comp- 
troller 'Tracewell says: 

“T think this may properly be done. Theoretically, 
rations are issued to the individual, but as a matter of 
fact they are issued to the general mess and prepared 
and placed upon the table for the enlisted men. The gen- 
eral mess received the over-issued rations in one-quarter, 
and received a less number of rations in the first quarter, 
1908, equal at least to the over-issue, so that taking the 
two-quarters together the mess received the right number 
of rations, and there was no loss to the government and 
no gain to the appellant. A difference is therefore found 
from the Auditor’s settlement in favor of the claimant 
of $52.67. A certificate will be issued accordingly.” 

Following previous decisions, the Comptroller con- 
cludes that Lieut. Henry C. Longnecker, U.S.N., retired, 
“on account of incapacity not resulting from an incident 
of the Service,” is now entitled to $700 a year or one- 
half the pay for an officer of his rank and status at the 
time of his retirement. By the same ruling Asst. Engr. 
John A. Henderson, U.S.N., is entitled to $600 per an- 
num. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury holds that the neces- 
sary expenses of a funeral, but not of the transportation 
of remains, should be deducted from the six months’ pay 
of gratuity for the heirs of the deceased of Army and 
Navy officers. 

It is decided that three months’ bonus should be paid 

to marines whose enlistment for a period is four years, 
instead of three, as in the Army. 
_ The disallowance of the items in the account of Ma- 
jor M. G. Zalinski, U.S.A., as to rent of quarters for an 
officer, where the government had no quarters, and as to 
the stoppages against the Pusey & Jones Shipbuilding 
Co., and the T. S. Marvel Shipbuilding Co., are over- 
ruled by the Comptroller. 








IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Before the recent filling of the vacancy in the Philip- 
pine Commission by the appointment of a civilian strong 
recommendations were put forward for the placing of a 
medical man on the board, and in this connection it was 
urged in the Cablenews-American that Col. Louis M. 
Maus, Med. Corps, U.S.A., was the man for the place, 
he having demonstrated his ability to control large affairs, 
and there being every assurance that he could do for the 
Philippines what Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., has done for the Isthmian Canal Zone. 

The Manila Times does not agree with Mr. C. L. G. 
Anderson, in his “White Man and the Tropics.” where 
he says, among other things, that “no white colony has 
been able to maintain an independent existence in the 
tropics. Under free competition whites cannot compete 
in the tropics.” The Times concludes: “Ten years are 
but a moment in the life of a virile race, but such foun- 
dation, guidance and experience as the last ten years give 
us do not bear out a majority of the radical views set 
forth by the writer. We are learning to live here and 
there are already manifold signs that we will be able to 
furnish ample proof on the subject. There are also rea- 
sons to believe that we are not endangering posterity— 
the first generation is in evidence and if there is anywhere 
in the world a finer, healthier, huskier lot of youngsters 
we have never seen them. Our men are working here, 
too, and have been working for years and we believe that 
they can go on working here.” 

That American -judges-are the best for the Philip- 
pines; not only for the interests of the. natives,-but also 
for the Americans resident there, is contended by - the 
Manila Cablenews-American, which looks with disfavor 
upon the appointment of natives to the bench as a_polit- 
ical sop to the malcgntents, and declares that what had 
been, neglected for a hundred years cannot be done in 
five. . ARTS ce 
The Springfield Republican thinks it finds an excellent 
argument for its anti-imperialistic theories as they relate 
to the Philippines when it calls attention to the com- 
paratively small output of the mineral wealth of the 
islands last year. For this reason the islands are “not 
worth their cost.” But the output must necessarily be 
small until sufficient capital is invested to bring out what 
is known to be there. As to coal alone, we have the 


prediction that at the government mine at Liguan, Batan, 
2,500 tons per month will be mined by the end of Septem- 
ber. This is shown in a report made by Capt. Hubert 
L. Wigmore, C.E., U.S.A. Thorough tests of the coal 
show it equal in every way to the Pocahontas, except that 
it is a more rapid burner. Captain Wigmore has recom- 
mended in his report that the timber lands of Batan be 
utilized to help defray the expenses.of running the mine 
and that a saw mill be established at Liguan for that 
purpose. The Chief Quartermaster has expressed a de- 
sire to carry out Captain Wigmore’s suggestion and it 
will probably be a matter of but a short time when the 
mill will be installed. Batan abounds in several kinds 
of hard woods, Captain Wigmore states, and in the near 
future could supply the military authorities with all the 
wood they could use here. In reply to the charge that 
the Americans are trying to exploit the wealth of the 
Philippines the Cablenews-American says: “Unexploited 
the Philippines must remain as they are, with hundreds 
of millions of dollars sealed in precious ores, with virgin 
forests awaiting the lumberman’s ax, and with millions 
of acres untilled, because of the languor and ignorance 
of the people; an ignorance which America seeks to en- 


lighten, and which, if independence were granted now,' 


might cause the masses to remain for generations half- 
savage and steeped in poverty and darkness. It is 
America’s duty” to uncover the hidden riches of these 
islands because their development means prosperity for 
the natives. It means their being in touch with the 
outer world, their education and uplifting, and the giving 
them the means to attain whatever destiny fate has in 
store for them.” Benguet advices report encouraging 
outlook in the mining of gold. 

Replying to the question of the Washington Post as to 
why we should give the betefits of a military training 
at West Point to Filipinos, ‘“‘to make them more efficient 
in the shedding of our blood,” the Manila Cablenews- 
American says that the Post’s comments will at least 
show the Philippines that in giving the inestimable privi- 
lege of educating certain of her youths at the great 
Military Academy of the United States, the United States 
is acting toward the Islands without fear and with 
favor.

Thanks to that decree the incalculable benefits 
of modern hygiene reach the most remote regions of our 
republic; streets are swept, repaired and adorned; dis- 
infections are practiced, h are inspected and placed 
in hygienic condition; a systematic and energetic cam- 
paign is carried on against the mosquito in all cities and 
towns; drinking waters are analyzed and infection avoid- 
ed; medical inspections are duly made, and in a word, 
sanitation and health go hand in hand in every disttict.”

THE RIDING TEST. 


The New York Times waxes humorous at the expense 
of the officers who took the riding test at Pine Plains, 
N.Y., during the encampment there, because there is a 
prospect that they may be required to repeat the ride be- 
cause they used two horses, or for some other cause. The 
officers mentioned in this connection are Colonels Cham-- 
berlain, Hatfield, Bowen; Lieut. Cols. Rumbough, Ames 
and Glenn; Majors McCormick, Woodruff, Reich- 
mann, Mallory and Taggart. The Times says: “Colonel 
Glenn is now on the Pacific bound for Manila. The first 
thing that he will get when he leaves the steamer will 
probably be a nice yellow envelope, with the headquar- 
ters mark of the Department of Luzon on it, ordering 
him to get busy and ride an additional ninety miles.” 

There is a possibility that all the Army officers who 
took the practice rides during the joint maneuvers at 
Pine Plains may be ordered to repeat them, owing to 
the conditions under which the rides were taken not con- 
forming to the requirements of G.O. 79, 1908. The rid- 
ing tests were conducted during the maneuvers, because 
a large number of officers were thus gathered together, 
and the expense, which last year was not inconsiderable, 
was very much reduced. Some little difficulty was ex- 
perienced in arranging: the work of the officers in tha 
drill and instruction of officers and men of the National 
Guard to at the same time provide for their absence for 
the three days required for the ninety-mile ride. Gen- 
eral Carter, commanding the Department of the Lakes, 
and General Potts, commanding the Department of the 
Gulf, wrote to the War Department and asked if it 
would be permissible to ride out fifteen miles from the 
maneuver camps and back, thus making the required 
thirty miles each day. The reply was that this would 
not be a compliance with the order, and the two de- 
partment commanders named did not conduct the riding 
tests in their departments in that way. General Grant, 
commanding the Department of the East, did not address 
the same inquiry to the War Department, and it is un- 
derstood, however, that the tests at Pine Plains were 
practically fifteen-mile rides out and back each day for 
three days. The War Department holds that the order 
calls for a ride straight away thirty miles, the party to 
camp for the night and then the second day ride another 
thirty miles and the third day ride back to the starting 
point, There has been some talk of questioning the pro- 
priety of certain officers at Pine Plains changing horses 
and thus violating the order. This has no foundation in 
fact. Last year it happened several times that officers 
changed horses and for very good reasons in each case. 
If a horse casts a shoe or runs lame or is sick it would 
be absurd to hold that the officer must keep on with him 
rather than change hecause of some fancied strictness of 
an order. The riding tests at the various maneuver 
camps occurred during very hot weather, and it was not 
to be expected that even the hest of mounts would hold 
up to the pink of condition. Changing of horses in such 
tests is rather to be the rule than otherwise if condi- 
tions demand it. It is said that General Grant managed 
the rides at Pine Plains as he did because the officers} in 
his charge had to return each day to carry out the work 
appointed to them to do with the state troops and that 
by making the course a fifteen-mile ride ovt and back 
everyone was able to do all that was required of him 
and the ninety miles were accomplished in essentially the 
same way that would have been the case if the course 
had been straight away thirty miles each day.

y G.O. 133, AUG. 17, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

G.O. No. 182, W.D., Oct. 20, 1906; G.O. No. 178, W.D., 
Aug. 28, 1907, and paragraphs 2, 8, 4 and 5 of G.O. No. 
27, W.D., March 8, 1908, are rescinded. 

The following regulations governing the Service school at 

Fort Monroe, Va., are announced: 
_. This school shall be known as the Coast Artillery School; 
it shall consist of two courses for officers and one for en- 
listed men. The courses for officers are designated, respec- 
tively, regular course and advance course, each to be of one 
year’s duration. 

The Coast Artillery School shall consist of a commandant, 
a secretary, a librarian, three directors of departments, and 
such instructors, student officers and enlisted men and troops 
as may be assigned to it for duty or instruction by orders 
from the War Department. 

The Order then explains the duties of the commandant, 
the secretary, the librarian, instructors and student officers, 
and the school board. . 

Student Officers. In the regular course the student offi- 
cers shall consist of such officers from the Coast Artillery 
Corps as may be designated in orders from the War De- 
partment. At the close of the school year the school board 
shall recommend to The Adjutant General of the Army those 
officers in the regular course who have qualified for the 
advanced course. When practicable, the officers so recom- 
mended, and such additional officerns as may be recom- 
mended by the Chief of Coast Artillery, shall be detailed 
to the advanced course. 

Attendance of Militia Officers. Officers of militia coast ar- 
tillery organizations may attend the school under regula- 
tions identical with those providing for attendance of militia 
officers at the Service school at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
except that they will not be required to be examined in 
hippology. 

The Order also gives information as to the courses of study 
and lectures and visits. 

I. Department of Artillery and Gun Defense.—Regular 
course.—(1) Artillery proper; (2) Artillery defense; (3) 
explosives. Advanced course.—(1) Ballistics; (2) Artillery 
defense, advanced; (3) explosives, advanced. 

II, Department of Electricity and Mine Defense.—Regu- 
lar course.—(1) Electricity and mine defense; (2) power 
and power transmission. Advanced course.—(1) Electricity 
and mine defense; (2) power and power transmission. 

Examinations.—Examinations shall be held as soon as 
practicable after the close of instruction in each subject 
under such rules as the school board may prescribe, and the 
practical exercises and problems shall be identical for all 
student officers taking the examinations. In case a student 
officer cannot be examined at the regular time, owing to 
sickness or other cause, he shall be examined as soon as 
practicable after return to duty. For this re-examination 
the practical exercises and problems shall be similar to those 
given at the regular examination. The attainment of 75 per 
centum of the maximum shall be considered a_ satisfactory 
examination. An officer declared deficient in any subject 
may apply at once, in writing, for a re-examination, and such 
re-examination, if authorized by the school board, shall be 
held with as little delay as practicable. Officers who have 
been unable to complete the entire course shall be furnished 
with certificates of proficiency, signed by the commandant, in 
such subjects as shall have been successfully completed. 

Graduation—An officer who passes successfully through 
the entire course of instruction in either the regular 
course or the advanced course shall receive a diploma set- 
ting forth his proficiency. For record at the school and at 
the War Department the class in the regular course upon 
graduation shall be arranged as follows: (a) Honor gradu- 
ates: Those recommended by the school board from the 
head of the class down in regular order and not exceeding 
five. They shall be borne upon the Army Register as honor 
graduates, Coast Artillery School, 190—. (b) Distinguished 
graduates: Those who, in addition to the honor graduates, 
are recommended as qualified to take the advanced course. 
They shall be borne upon the Army Register as graduates, 
Coast Artillery School, 190—. (c) Graduates: Those who, 
in addition to the honor graduates and distinguished gradu- 
ates, have completed successfully the course. They shall be 
borne upon the Army Register as graduates, Coast Artillery 
School, 190—. For publication, honor graduates, dis- 
tinguished graduates, and graduates shaJl th) arranged alpha- 
betically upon three separate lists. For record at the school 
and at the War Department, the class in the advanced course 
upon graduation shall be designated as follows: Graduates: 
Those who have completed successfully the advanced course. 
They shall be borne upon the Army Register as graduates, 
advanced course, Coast Artillery School, 190—. For publi- 
eation, all graduates of the advanced courses shall be ar 
ranged alphabetically upon the list. Officers graduated from 
the Coast Artillery School subsequently to Aug. 15, 1906, 
will be exempt from professional examinations for promo- 
tion to the grade next above that held by them at gradua- 
tion in all subjects covered by their diplomas for the follow- 
ing periods: (1) Regular course—(a) Honor graduates, 
five years. (b) Distinguished graduates, three and one-half 
years. (c) Graduates, two years. (2) Advanced course 
graduates, five years. 

III he Department of Enlisted Specialists—The entire 
course for enlisted men shall be embraced in the department 
of enlisted specialists “and shall be subdivided as follows: 

(1) Course for electrical specialists——Fundamental prin- 
ciples of electrical knowledge and their application. Use 
of electrical measuring instruments and devices. Generators 
and motors, alternating current and direct current. Oasable 
testing and general line work. Telephones and storage bat- 
teries. Searchlights. Interior and exterior wiring, repair 
work. Construction, operation, and up-keep of fire control in- 
stallation. Wireless telegraphy and telephony. 

(2) Course for mechanical specialisfs.—Fundamental prin- 
ciples of all that pertains to power and power-transmission 
plants. General power plants, steam, internal combustion, 
electrical. All tests (steam, fuel, and power) required for 
such plants. Motors and generators, switchboards, storage 
battery work. Machines and tools, general machine shop 
work. Practical repair shop work, manual training. Prac: 
tical operation of service plants. 

(3) Course for artillery specialists Mathematics, algebra, 
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lane geometry, plane trigonometry. Gunnery. Position 
Fading. Surveying, seacoast engineering. Elements of to 
pography. Range tables. Drawing, map making. Artillery 
material, ; / et 
Students of the department for enlisted specialists shall 
consist of the following: Such candidates for appointment 
to the grades of master gunner, electrician sergeant, second 


class; and fireman, as may _be designated by orders from. 


the War Department, and, in addition, such master elec- 
tricians, engineers, electrician sergeants, first class; master 
gunners, electrician sergeants, second class; firemen, and com- 
pany mechanics as may be designated by the War Depart- 
ment, on the recommendation of the Chief of Coast Artillery, 
to take the prescribed course of study therein. R 

Any master electrician, engineer, electrician sergeant, mas: 

ter gunner, or fireman, who has been designated to take a 
prescribed course of study at the school and fails to com: 
plete such course to the satisfaction of the school board shall 
be discharged from the service for the convenience of the 
Government, and shall not be eligible for appointment to or- 
re-enlistment in the grade held by him at the time of his dis- 
charge. 
‘ In order to be eligible for a course of instruction an en: 
listed candidate for master gunner, electrician sergeant, sec: 
ond class; or firemen, in the United States or Ouba, must 
make application through military channels on or berore 
March 1 to the commandant for permissii to attend the 
school, and an enlisted candidate stationed in the Philippine 
Islands will make application early enough for it to reach the 
commandant not later than Feb. 1. He must be practically 
familiar with one or more classes of machinery, apparatus 
or equipment, pertaining to the course selected, and must 
satisfy his commanding officer of his ability to pursue suc- 
cesstully the course of study prescribed. Before admission 
to the school a candidate who complies with the conditions 
stated above shall be examined in writing under the direction 
of his commanding officer, in the presence of a commissioned 
officer, the questions for such examination being prepared by 
the school board and sent to post commanders. ‘The examin- 
ation shall be held, in the United States or Cuba, on May 1, 
and in the Philippine Islands, on April 1. 

Candidates for admission to the course for electrical special- 
ists will be examined in the following subjects: (a) Arith- 
metic; (b) elementary steam engineering; (c) elementary 
electricity and its practical applications; (d) elementary 
power transmission. For admission to the course for me- 
chanical specialists candidates will be examined in: (a) 
Arithmetic; (b) elementary practical knowledge of power 
plants; (c) elementary knowledge of machinery and machine 
and hand tools. For admission to the course for artillery 
mpnceniinte candidates will be examined in: (a) Arithmetic; 
(b) spelling; (c) battery equipment and material. 

The examination papers shall be forwarded directly to 
the commandant, who shall, on June 1 of each year, forward 
to The Adjutant General of the Army his recommendations 
as to the candidates to be selected. 

Those candidates who complete successfully the prescribed 
course for electrical specialists shall receive certificates of 
proficiency, and shall be reported by the commandant to 
the War Department as eligible fpr appointment as electrician 
sergeants, second class. Those who complete successfully the 
prescribed course for mechanical specialists shall receive cer- 
tificates of proficiency and shall, in like manner, be reported 
as eligible for appointment as firemen. Those candidates who 
complete successfully the prescribed course for artillery spe- 
cialists shall receive certificates of proficiency and shall, in 
like manner, be reported as eligible for appointment as mas- 
ter gunner. Those who fail to pass the prescribed course 
shall be assigned to station by the War Department. ; 

Sergeants major, senior or junior grade; master gunners, 
electrician sergeants, second class; or firemen will not be 
allowed to take any of the courses for electrical, mechanical, 
or artillery specialists without reduction te the grade of pri- 
vate, unless they have served in their respective grades as 
follows: Sergeants major, senior or junior grade, two years; 
master gunners, and electrician sergeants, second class, two 
years each; firemen, one year. 

If first sergeants are detailed to take one of the above- 
mentioned courses, they shall be reduced to the grade of ser- 
geant before departure from their stations for the school. 

The school year.—The courses of instruction shall com- 
mence on the first day of September of each year or on the 
following Tuesday when the first falls on Saturday, Sunday, 
or Monday, and the work of the schgol shall be carried on 
daily until the first day of the following August, except on 
Saturdays, Sundays, authorized holidays, and during the 
period from Dec. 19 to Jan. 8, both days inclusive. 

Discipline.—Discipline shall be maintained by the rules 
— for the service and by the regulations of the 
school. 





CHANGE IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


G.O. 135, AUG. 20, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

I. Paragraphs 123 and 610, Army Regulations, 1908, are 
amended to read as follows, in order to correct typographical 
errors therein: . 

123. When a report is received of the apprehension or 

surrender of a desterter at a post other than the station 
of his company, his company commander will immediately 
forward his descriptive list, military record, and statement 
of accounts, and the names of the witnesses and a brief 
statement of the evidence expected from each, together with 
a complete set of charges against the deserter, to the officer 
who makes the report. In cases reported to the War De- 
partment under the provisions of Par. 119, the descriptive 
list, military record, and statement of accounts will be fur- 
nished by The Adjutant General of the Army, and the charges 
be J then be preferred at the post where the prisoner is 
eld. 
610. At the close of each fiscal year all amounts remain- 
ing to the credit of a disbursing officer, represented by 
checks or drafts drawn upon the Treasurer, an assistant 
treasurer, or any designated depository, three or more years 
prior thereto, will be covered into the Treasury and there 
stand to the credit of the payees in an appropriation ac- 
count denominated ‘‘outstanding liabilities.’’ 

II. Par. 724, Army Regulations, 1908, is amended so as 
to add the word “whether” in the eighth line after the word 
‘‘ascertain,’’ and at the end of the paragraph the follow- 
ing is added: 

In the case of shipments to the Philippine Islands via 
commercial lines, the receiving quartermaster is authorized 
to accomplish bills of lading on the receipt of stores, noting 
thereon the value of the stores lost or damaged, as shown by 
the invoices, plus the cost of transportation, settlement to be 
made with the carriers with proper deduction to cover the 
value of the stores and the cost of transportation, final set- 
tlement to await the action of a surveying officer, to be 
called for immediately by the receiving officer.

G.O. 86, AUG. 3, 1908, DEPT. OF MISSOURI. 

This order, which is one of forty-six pages, publishes the 
proceedings of the G.C.M. at Fort Des Moines, Ia., of which 
Col. Edgar Z. Steever, 4th Cav., was president, and Capt. 
Edward L. King, 2d Cav., was judge advocate, for the trial of 
Major Charles P. George, U.S.A., retired. 

Charge I.—Making, and causing to be presented to a pay- 
master of the U.S. Army for payment, false and fraudulent 
claims against the United States, knowing such claims to 
be false and fraudulent, in violation of the 60th Article of

Charge II.—Conduct arr erge | an officer and a gentleman, 
in violation of the 61st Article of War. 

Charge III.—Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. 

There were twelve specifications under Charge I., thirty- 
four under Charge II., and eight under Charge LUI. The 
findings of the several charges were as follows: Of the first 
charge, ‘‘not guilty, but ‘guilty of conduct to the prejudicé 
of good order and military discipline.’” Of the secona cam ,e2, 
‘*Not guilty, but guilty of conduct to the prejudice of good 
wae and military discipline.’’ Of the third charge, ‘'Not 

ilty. 
ag CEES And the court does therefore sentence him, the 
said Major Charles P. George, U.S.A., retired, ‘‘To forfeit 
fifty dollars of his pay per month for the period of six 
months.’’ 

Brig. Gen. Charles Morton, in tee the proceedings, 
said: ‘‘In the foregoing case of Major Charles P. George, 
U.S.A., retired, the evidence plainly establishes that in each 
of the twelve instances set forth in the specifications, Major 
George issued to himself three separate and distinct orders 
to proceed from Des Moines, his main station, to his sub- 
stations at Waterloo, Mason City, and Fort Dodge, Ia., and 
to return from each sub-station to Des Moines, Ia.; and that 
in each instance he made claims and received payment for the 
six hundred and eighty-two miles of travel involved in these 
three separate and distinct journeys required by his orders, 
while at the same time the evidence shows, and Major George 
admits, that he did not make the three separate and distinct 
journeys for which he claimed and received payment of mile- 
age, but combined these journeys into one journey that in- 
volved but three hundred and thirty miles _of travel. Major 
George’s claim for reimbursement for the expense of three 
hundred and thirty miles of travel, which he had not per- 
formed, was, therefore,. clearly false. The evidence further 
shows that at the time Major George made and presented 
these claims for payment he well knew that he had made 
fhese journeys in combination and that he was claiming mile- 
age for each individual trip, rather than the  amile- 
age involved in the combined journey, which, in the opinion 
of the reviewing authority, was sufficient to have created in 
Major George’s mind the belief that his claims were in some 
respects false, and to charge him with the $nowledge of their 
falseness, contemplated by the 60th Article of War. Subject 
to the foregoing remarks, the proceedings and findings are 
approved. The sentence, though considered lenient, is ap- 
proved and will be duly executed. Major George will be re- 
leased from arrest.’’

A post commissary will Be established for Fort Mills. 
Commissary supplies will be obtained through the chief 
commissary, Department of Luzon. 

The senior medical officer pet on duty at Fort Mills 
will be sanitary inspector of the island, and_ will inspect 
all buildings or shelters occupied or used by officers, troops, 
civil employees or prisoners, making the necessary recom- 
mendations to insure proper sanitation. These recommen- 
dations will be carried out as far as practicable by the 
commanding officers of Fort Mills and Camp Avery and the 
engineer officer in charge of fortification work. 

The military post established at Grande Island, Subig 
Bay, will be known hereafter as Fort Wint, and it is an- 
nounced as the headquarters of the Artillery District of 
Subig Bay.

The anomalous status of Col. William F. Stewart, C. 
A.C., who is in command at Fort Grant, has made it 
necessary to issue a special order fitting his case in order 
to have him comply with the President’s order that all 
field officers of the Army shall once a year undergo a 
riding test. At a suitable time to be indicated by Brig. 
Gen, Earl ‘Thomas, commanding the Department of the 
Colorado, Colonel Stewart will go to Fort Huachuca, 
Arizona territory, and take the ninety-mile ride in three 
successive days. In order to take this ride Colonel Stew- 
art will be obliged to travel over two hundred miles, go- 
ing and returning from Fort Huachuca, and of this dis- 
tance ninety-six miles will be either by wagon or on 
horseback. Colonel Stewart is now fifty-nine years old 
and says he is in prime physical condition. He has, how- 
ever, resented being sent to Fort Grant as a “punish- 
ment,’ to use the expression of President Roosevelt in 
official correspondence connected with the effort of Sen- 
ator Rayner last May to secure a vindication for Colonel 
Stewart, and has complained of the physical hardships 
incident to life at that post with the company of only 
an enlisted man and a teamster. At one time Colonel 
Stewart was given the alternative of asking to be retired 
and refused to do so unless he could be retired as a brig- 
adier general. The order to take the riding test may re- 
sult in the decision by a medical board that he is phys- 
ically unfit to take the test, in which case the officer 
would be included in the number that ultimately will be 
retired in consequence of the riding tests. Under the 
terms of the order Colonel Stewart may elect to walk 
fity miles in three days instead of riding. He has the 
right at any time to ask for retirement if he does not 
wish to take the: ride, 


Besides the order calling on Col. William F. Stewart 
te go to Fort Huachuca to take the riding test, attention 
has been called to this officer the past week by what is 
regarded as an effort to secure some modification of the 
action taken by the President in sending him to Fort 
Grant. Mrs. Stewart, the wife of the officer, is said to 
have taken hope from the sympathetic decision by Secre- 
tary Wright in the case of the hazing cadets at West 
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Point and called on the Secretary, Aug. 27, to make an 
appeal in her husband's behalf. Her first desire is that 
he should be ordered to his home, where he can have pleas- 
ant surroundings and the personal care and attention due 
a man at his time of life. The failure of the effort last 
spring to create sympathy for Colonel Stewart and the 
acquiescence of the public in the charge made at the 
time, that he was unfit to exercise cemmand, seem to 
make it a foregone conclusion that he will never be re- 
stored to a command. An Associated Press dispatch 
from the town that is so often said to be twenty-six miles 
from Colonel Stewart, promptly annomnced the day after 
the promulgation of the order for him to take the riding 
test that the Colonel langhed when he heard of it and 
said he would be glad to ride and that he could make the 
ninety miles in twenty-one hours, or any other distance 
that a horse could carry him. It is understood that an 
effort is to be made in behalf of Colonel Stewart to get 
him leave of absence for three months. 

Capt. Robert L. Howze, 6th Cav., Commandant of ca- 
dets at the Military Academy, with the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel, is to be relieved from his command in January 
and will be ordered to take command of the Porto Rico 
regiment. It is expected that with this assignment Cap- 
tain Howze will be promoted to the rank which he will 
assume. He has been Commandant of Cadets at West 
Point since June 15, 1905, and has undergone several live- 
ly passages of experience, among which was the affair con- 
nected with the controversy that led up to the retirement 
of Col. C. G. Ayers, 9th Cay., and latest of which has 
been the struggle with hazing that has resulted in the 
dismissal of two upper classmen and the suspension of six 
other cadets. Colonel Howze had several years of tliril- 
ling experience in the Philippines and for three years 
served in Porto Rico. He went to the Philippines as 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the 34th U. S. Volunteer Infantry, 
and rose to the rank of Brigadier-General of Volunteers. 
He received the Medal of Honor for gallantry in repuls- 
ing the attacks of hostile Sioux on the White River, 
South Dakota, in 1891, when he was a second lieuten- 
ant in the 6th Cavalry.

The practice of allowing officers of the National Guard 
to attend the service and garrison schools of the Army is 
to be curtailed in one respect as a matter of economy. 
There have been several instances. where general officers 
of the National Guard have attemded these schools for 
prolonged periods of time, evidently with advantage and 
for the laudable purpose of qualifying themselves for the 
duties incident to the service. But as it is not considered 
proper. to pay these officers at the rate allowed for their 
rank for any great length of time, an order will be 
adopted providing that hereafter no officers above the 
grade of colonel will be privileged to attend the various 
schools of the Army. 
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EDUCATION IN SERVICE SCHOOLS. 

Major General J. F. Bell, Chief of Staff, issues a mem- 
orandum on the selection of officers for detail at the 
Army War College, in Circular No. 69, from the War 
Dept., dated August 22, 1908. Referring to the discus- 
sion of general military education in the annual reports 
of Secretary Root in 1901 and 1902 as affording the germ 
of the competitive principle in our military educational 
system, General Bell says that it will thus be seen that 
the garrison school constitutes the foundation of this edu- 
cational system and the War College the capstone of the 
superstructure built thereon. Provisions regulating and 
systematizing admission to service schools and to the 
Staff College have long existed, but no systematic provi- 
sions governing admission to the War College have thus 
That is the object of the memoran- 





far been proposed. 


dum. 
To meet the reluctance of older captains and younger 


majors to compete with lieutenants or junior captains for 
admission to the Staff College, it was recently decided to 
confine matriculation in the School of the Line, for a 
limited period, to officers of not less rank than captain. 
The first student body composed of this class of officers 
reported at the school last August. The one year of expe- 
rience has shown that possibly some of the older members 
were handicapped in competing with younger members 
and also that older officers do not so much regret failure 
to gain admission to the Staff College as they do the fact 
that this failure, under the present competitive system, 
apparently cuts them out of all prospect for further in- 
struction at the War College. It is hoped that at some 
time in the future matriculation in the War College may 
justly and equitably be mainly limited to those officers 
who win their way by competition into the Staff College, 
but it is not practicable to apply such rule at present and 
it has been customary, in addition to graduates of the 
Staff College, to detail as students at the War College 
certain older officers of well established reputation for zeal 
and efficiency. _ 

It is unquestionably for the best interest of the service at 
large that some older officers now on active duty should 
receive instruction in the School of the Line. The mere 
fact that an older but able officer, who has the courage 
and zeal to seek instruction in the School of the Line the 
better to qualify himself for professional duty, fails to 
win in a ,scholastic competition against younger men 
should not be permited to make him less available for in- 
struction in the War College than comrades of the same 
character who lack the courage or zeal to compete. To 
put all the older officers of the line of the mobile army on 
the same basis and encourage their matriculation in the 
School of the Line, the following recommendations are 
made, to continue in effect only so long as matriculation 
in the School of the Line is limited to officers of not less 
rank than captain: 

“First, that an exception in the competitive system be 
made which will permit officers who enter the School of 
in Line after having had fifteen years’ service as such, to 
be detailed to the War College, regardless of class stand- 
ing, provided they are recommended therefor by the Aca- 
demic Board of the School of the Line. 

“Second, that except under conditions discussed further 
on, other graduates of the School of the Line be not per- 
mitted to enter the War College unless they win, by com- 
petition, admission to the Staff College, and upon gradua- 
tion therein are recommended by the Academic Board for 
instruction in the War College. 

“It is also recommended that the following classes of 
officers be considered eligible for detail at the War Col- 
lege: otha s 9 
“Third, officers of permanent Staff Corps specially sel- 
ected by the Secretary of War for reasons dictated by 
necessities of the Service alone. 

“Fourth, officers of Coast Artillery, in due proportion, 
graduates of the Coast Artillery School, recommended for 
said instruction by the Academic Board of that School. 


“Fifth, officers of over twenty years’ service as such” 
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who have become especially marked by distinguished con- 
duct or by reputation for practical efficiency, intellectual 
ability and professional.zeal, provided applications there- 
for be approved by their respective corps or regimental 
and intermediate commanders and provided detail be justi- 
fied by their efficiency records. 

“It is not, and never has been intended to limit matri- 
culation in the School of the Line indefinitely to offi- 
cers of not less rank than captain. It was intended to 
keep up this limitation only so long as was necessary to 
give to all the older captains and younger majors now in 
the line of mobile service, who might desire to do so, op- 
portunity to enter the School of the Line without being 
required to compete with lieutenants. As soon as all such 
officers had been afforded the desired opportunity this 
limitation upon matriculation in the School of the Line 
should be modified. At the same time the provisions for 
admission to the War College, herein recommended, should, 
also, be modified. 

“As there are not a great many officers now in the 
Army who ought to be permitted to enter the War Col- 
lege under the Fifth provision above, we should in about 
five years, or soon thereafter, be able justly to limit mat- 
riculation in the War College to officers of the Permanent 
Staff Corps, specially selected by the Secretary of War, 
and to recommend graduates of the Staff College and sec- 
ond year’s course of the Coast Artillery School, except in 
the following cases : 

“Sixth, officers who may hereafter especially distinguish 
themselves in active operations during war or who may 
hereafter become peculiarly and especially marked by dis- 
tinguished conduct or by exceptional reputation for prac- 
tical efficiency, intellectual ability and professional zeal, 
irrespective of their class standing in the School of the 
Line or first year’s course in the Coast Artillery School, 
or whether they be graduates of those schools or not, after 
they have had at least twenty years’ service as officers. 

“This last provision will effectually prevent the doors 
of the War College being closed to any officer who de- 
velops special talent in active operations during war, or 
who during twenty years’ service or more develops char- 
acteristics which markedly distinguish him above his com- 
rades. No ordinary reputation for efficiency or talent is 
contemplated in this connection, but real exceptional effi- 
ciency (of such character as to render the officer really 
distinguished) is alone referred to. In the very nature 
of things, there could never be more than a few such 
officers, and it is hoped that this special provision, de- 
signed to avoid barring out any really distinguished offi- 
cer, may always be rigidly construed. There will be a 
sufficient number of regular routes to the War College, 
open to all the ambitious, to preclude any justification for 
permitting such an exceptional provision to become a 
loophole for promiscuous or frequent entrance. Officers 
should be brought to a realization, as soon as possible, 
that their best prospect for entrance to the War College 
is through the competitive system of education. 

“Thus far no one has been selected for detail to the 
War College for whom recommendation has been received 
from other than military superiors. It is hoped that this 
policy may be strictly adhered to notwithstanding officers 
may claim lack of responsibility for such recommenda- 
tions. They can easily take steps which will effectually 
prevent any such efforts in their behalf aud it should be 
made worth their while to do so. 

“Tt has been demonstrated by experience during the past 
few years that the character of work required of those 
detailed for the War College is such as to cause ample ex- 
perience and training to be of very great value in perform- 
ing it. It is not believed that the desirable amount and 
kind of experience can be acquired by the average good 
officer in ordinary service in less than twenty years with- 
out the advantage of training in the Service schools at 
Forts. Leavenworth or Monroe.” 

Under the above recommendations, it is pointed out in 
the circular, entrance to the Staff College will still remain 
by competition alone, and some men winning in the com- 
petition for the Staff College will be cut out of the 
privilege of entering the War College, notwithstanding 
the possible admission of some who failed to win in com- 
petition against them. This later occurrence would be 
more an apparent than a real departure from the competi- 
tive principle, for no officer, graduating in the Staff Col- 
lege and failing to receive the recommendation of the 
Academic Board for detail to the War College, has any- 
thing but himself or his relative lack of talent to hold ac- 
countable for it. All possible hope of entrance to the 
War College is not necessarily lost to such an officer 
even, for he may develop talent in active operations in 
war or otherwise display characteristics especially dis- 
tinguishing him among his comrades. Selection by com- 
petitive examination open to the Army at large for select- 
ing officers for detail to the War College, which has been 
suggested, does not appear to be as well adapted to the 
purpose sought as the system proposed in the circular, 
these being the reasons for this view: The War College 
is primarily not a theoretical but a practical institution 
and ability to use knowledge, practical common sense and 
experience in original work is of far greater importance 
than mere theoretical scholastic ability. Many men of ex- 
cellent practical ability, experience and common sense, es- 
pecially well fitted for the work required in the War 
College, would not undertake to compete with book-worin 
students. The circular quotes from the annual report of 
Secretary Root in 1901 in which it is said that “practical 
qualities in a soldier are more important than a knowl- 
edge. of theory, but it is also true that the officer. who 
keeps his mind alert by intellectual exercise and system- 
atically studies the reasons-of action and the materials 
and conditions and difficulties with which he may have 


to deal, will be the stronger practical man and the better 
soldier.” 

It is highly desirable that the practical qualities in a 
soldier should not be lost sight of, and for this reason 
special effort has been made to recognize them, thus: 
First, in the provision that an officer must be “conspicu- 
ous for attention to ard proficiency in his other military 
duties,” to justify his selection for detail to the School of 
the Line; second, in the methods of instruction and ex- 
amination in that school; and third, in the method of de- 
termining in the Staff College who shall be recommended 
for instruction in the War College. “Il may also add,” 
says General Bell, “that a desire duly to recognize the 
value of practical qualities in a soldier is one of the main 
inspirations of the recommendations made in this report.” 
The chief of staff is of the opinion that if there be any 


complaint about the element of selection which must in-: 


evitably characterize every competitive and progressive 
system of education, it will not come from the ambitious, 
industrious, zealous and courageous professional soldier, 
conspicuous for possessing practical qualities.

The completed plans for the new battleships, the Flori- 
da and the Utah, authorized by Congress in the last 
Navy bill, were sent to the President at Oyster Bay on 
Aug. 27 for his approval. These plans embraced all the 
approved suggestions discussed at the recent conference 
at Newport and will in all probability stand practically 
unchanged when the bids are .finally asked for the con- 
struction of the ship that is to be constructed under con- 
tract and when the work js begun at the New York yard 
on the ship that is to he built by the government there. 
The President in his examination of the plans will have 
the assistance at Oyster Bay of his naval aide, Comdr. 
W. S. Sims, and of Lieut. Albert L. Key, his formal na- 
val aide. It is expected that the President’s approval 
will be given in a few days and that the work on the 
ships will practically be inaugurated by Sept. 1. Mr. 
Newberry is quoted as saying that only minor changes 
would ‘result from the Newport conference. These 
changes will be made because the Board on Construction 
and its followers have come to an agreement with the 
critics as to their advisability. According to the Heraid 
a member of the board, when asked whether certain na- 
val officers had not made recommendations to raise the 
armer belt, said: “These officers made very decided ef- 
forts to carry this point through. However, the idea of 
a higher armor belt advanced by Lieut. Comdr. Frank 
KX. Hill and others was overwhelmingly defeated. There 
has been no recommendation for higher armor belt at the 
expense of the armor belt below the water line.” “Then 
the armor belt on future battleships will remain as it 
now is’ designed for the battleships of the Delaware 
class?” was asked. “No,” was the prompt reply. “The 
armor belt on future ships will be lowered. There will 
be less thick armor above the water line.” But nothing 
is certainly known of the deliberations of the conference. 
As to the statement that the plans of the North Dakota 
class had been found unsatisfactory, President Roosevelt 
in an authorized statement said: “There is no question 
about the plans being unsatisfactory ; merely as to wheth- 
er they cannot be made even better. The North Dakota 
class are undoubtedly better than any ships now afloat. 
The conference is simply engaged in the effort to try to 
make them better still.”

We learn that our editorial of Aug. 15 on the hazing 
cases is being criticised by officers who hold that the law 
does not make hazing an offense but a disqualification, 
to which the pardoning power has no application what- 
ever. It is, according to this view of the law, as if Con- 
gress had said that a young man with red hair, or with 





_ one arm, or over six feet high, should not be a cadet. 


These officers, “learned in the law,” hold that the regula- 
tions stating what acts constitute hazing are a part of 
the law and that when a cadet does any of these things 
forbidden he must be dismissed without trial. The War 
Department appears to have compromised between the 
two opinions. The decisions in the case of the two ca- 
dets dismissed is clearly in accordance with the law, but 
that in the case of the other six can only be justified on 
the theory that the President has the pardoning power ‘n 
their cases. It is difficult to see why resort should be 
had to the dictionary to determine what hazing is, con- 
sidering that the offending cadets were found guilty of 
violating the rules to prevent hazing, which Congress di- 
rected (not authorized) the Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy to make. The action of the Secretary is a substan- 
tial admission of the correctness of the findings of fact 
against all of the accused. While the general feeling is 
one of sympathy for the young men who have so nar- 
rowly escaped the wreck of their military career, there 
is criticism of the disregard of the imperative require- 
ments of the law which applies to their case. It is pro- 
posed that the practice of requiring cadets to sign a 
clearly expressed pledge not to engage in hazing may be 
restored at the Academy. It seemed to work well while 
it was in vogue. The Adjutant General this week for- 
mally notified by letter the cadets who were dismissed 
and those who were suspended of the final action in their 
cases.

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We are indebted to Major Gen. Edward W. Young, 
commanding the Ilincis National Guard, for the ac- 
count we publish elsewhere of the action of the troops 
under his command during the race riot at Springfield, 
Ill. It appears that the néwspaper accounts of the ac- 
tion of the Illinois Guard, which we accepted in default 
of any others, were incorrect in some respcets and mis- 





leading, and we are very glad to be able, through the 
courtesy of General Young to set the matter right. We 
do not see, however, where the sheriff gets his authority 
to direct a military commander as to the manner in which 
he shall use his troops, The Regulations for the Mili- 
tary Forces of the State of New York say: “The civil 
officer is not authorized to interfere in any way with the 
formation of details of the force, or its conduct, the mili- 
tary officer being held responsible for the success of the 
operation to be undertaken, and it is for him alone to 
judge in what manner the troops shall effect the object 
which the civil officer has indicated, and to direct the 
force in the execution of the service in which it is en- 
gaged.” This is as it stands in the code, but the evident 
meaning is that the military officer being held responsible 
for the success of the operation to be undertaken, it is 
for him alone, ete. A semicolon should follow “conduct” 
and the word “and” after “undertaken” should be omit- 
ted. Again, the Military Code of New York provides 
that:. “The orders of the civil officer may exténd to a 
direction of the general or specific object to be accom- 
plished, and the duration of the service of the active mi- 
litia, but the tactical direction of the troops, the kind 
and extent of the force to be used, and the particular 
means to be employed to accomplish the object specified 
by the civil officer are left solely to the officers of the 
active militia.’ This is simply a statement of the gen- 
eral law. As Gen. Molineux said some years ago in the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: ‘“Promptness, rapidity of 
movement, iron decision, crushing power exercised re- 
lentlessly and without hesitation, is really the merciful, 
as it is the necessary course to be pursued.” All au- 
thorities agree as to this. 
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Many improvements that might be introduced into the 
Service will, have to await the passage by Congress of the 
bill providing for an increase in the number of Army 
officers, sufficient to cover details, and the bill establish- 
ing a genéral service corps. Both measures are impor- 
tant and it is to be hoped that Congress will not find 
itself too busy at the second session to pass them both. 
The War Department does not regard as admissible un- 
der present conditions the proposition to give officers 
leave of absence to enable them to study foreign lan- 
guages abroad. Possibly the Department may recall the 
experience of the Chinaman who traveled across the 
ocean to learn English and as the most ready means of 
doing so took board in an American family, to find at 
the end of a year of study that the family were German- 
Americans, so that while he had a very fair knowledge 
of German he could not talk or understand a word of 
English, How would it do for our officers to study Fs- 
peranto? ‘That the idea is being considered by our mili- 
tary authorities is evidenced by. the detail of Major Paul 
F. Straub, Med. Corps, to represent the U.S. Army at the 
Esperanto Congress just closed in Dresden, Germany, at 
which some 1,800 enthusiastic delegates from all parts of 
the world united in Esperanto songs, and took part in 
the meetings, either as speakers or listeners, in a thor- 
oughly intelligent manner. The fourth annual congress 
will be held in this country next year.

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It is denied at the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair that work has been stopped on the construction of 
the battleship Delaware because of defects discovered 
and because of changes recommended as a result of the 
discussion on battleship plans which officers have been 
debating for five weeks at the Naval War College. 
Plans of the Delaware were discussed, as were other 
types of new ships, but the changes proposed were not 
radical in character, and in no manner interfered with 
the general construction of this vessel. 





A comprehensive general order was issued the past 
week consolidating the School of Submarine Defense at 
Fort Totten with the Coast Artillery School at Fort 
Monroe. The order sets forth in detail the curriculum 
in each branch of the new institution in which officers of 
the corps may perfect themselves, and also gives the 
courses to be taken by enlisted men who qualify as spec- 
ialists. A perusal of the latter affords a good general 
idea of the splendid advantages there are for education 
for young men who desire to take up electricity or me- 
chanical engineering and to improve themselves generally 
in mathematical and scientific studies. And the special 
advantage of such an opportunity to the average young 
American who has his way to make in the world is that 
he can pursue these studies while serving as an enlisted 
man, and receive what is considered very good pay in 
the ordinary lines of industry.

The date for the Cuban Presidential election, as decid- 
ed upon by President Roosevelt after an all-day confer- 
ence with Governor Charles E. Magoon, provisional head 
of the government of Cuba, in which the affairs of the 
island were gone over in detail, is Saturday, Nov. 14, 
which will bring the inauguration on Jan. 28. Governor 
Magoon expressed great satisfaction with the manner in 
which the recent elections passed off and anticipates no 
trouble in connection with the Presidential elections. 


The report from the School of Musketry at the Presidio 
of San Francisco on the tests of the Bassell-Blenkner 
rifle sight has been received at the Bureau of Ordnance, 
and is so favorable that it has been decided to have a 
number more made for further trial. This sight consists 
of multiple discs with peep sights of different diameters, 
especially designed for the use of sharpshooters. ; 
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ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


After a week of entertainment, sports, processions, 
balls, sight seeing and all manner of amusement at Syd- 
ney, N.S.W., the Atlantic Battleship Fleet, under Rear 
Admiral Sperry, bid good-bye to the hospitable people at 
that port on the morning of Aug. 27, and sailed for Mel- 
bourne, Australia, where it is due Aug. 29. 

As the fine fleet started out of the harbor, vast crowds 
seized the many points of vantage along the channel and 
the sailors of the fleet were bidden a continuous farewell 
by waving flags, hats and handkerchiefs, booming guns 
and fireworks and a roar of cheers, until the column of 
ships was lost to view. 

By their general good conduct and bearing the bluc- 
jackets and marines made a decided impression at Syd- 
ney as they have at other ports. Some idea of the im- 
pression the Americans made is shown by the expression 
of the Sydney Herald, which said: ‘The presence of the 
fleet has given strength to the existing ties of brother- 
hood and racial affinity. As a nation we have always 
admired you; as individuals you have won our respect 
and warmest regard.” 

Admiral Sperry, saying farewell to the city of Sydney, 
expressed himself as follows: “I want to voice my sin- 
cere appreciation of the magnificent hospitality that has 
been extended to us in Sydney. Never wes there a 
heartier or truer welcome. This visit ever will be re- 
membered by the men of the fleet and the people of Amer- 
ica as an epoch-making international event. 

“Apart from the promotion of more intimate relations 
between the two great bodies of English-speaking peo- 
ples, the educational importance of the visit cannot be 
overlooked. We have been greatly enlightened regarding 
the wonderful progress and development being made by 
the island continent, and we must readjust our former 
ideas of this prosperous young country, which is des- 
tined to play a great role in the commercial and indus- 
trial development of the city. The knowledge gained by 
the men of this fleet will be disseminated throughout 
America and Jead to results beneficial to both the Com- 
monwealth and the United States. 

“The city of Sydney, of which any country would be 
proud, and its harbor are of peerless beauty, and in the 
eyes of a sailor this is one of the finest anchorages in 
the world. Americans hope that the time is not distant 
when the United States and Australia will be brought 
into closer contact through the development of their com- 
merce, and I trust that the completion of the Panama 
Canal will open a new field of advantageous relations.” 

The last night in Sydney was carnival night, and high 
feasting crowned the week of festival welcome. Proces- 
sions, masquerades, lights, laughter and the usual merri- 
ment of confetti throwing crowds kept Sydney awake 
practically all night, and more than one in the crowd 
that bade the battleships farewell on the morning of de- 
parture had had no sleep for many hours. There were many 
regretful leavetakings. For six days the officers and men 
were féted and entertained in every conceivable maun- 
ner, and not one untoward incident occurred.to mar this 
notable event in Sydney’s history. The public school 
demonstration took up a part of the morning of Aug. 26. 
The spectacle was exceedingly pretty. Bight thousand 
children in vari-colored dresses participated in living 
tableaux, which represented, among other things, the 
words, “Hail, Columbia,” in living columns. The chil- 
dren, in dresses giving the proper colors, formed a huge 
shield of the flags of the United States and Australia in- 
tertwined, and this evolution evoked storms of applause. 
The American national anthem was sung by a large 
chorus, and there were also Maypole dancing, flag and 
club drills, and marches. 

In a rifle match shot on Aug. 26 between a team from 
the American fleet and one from New South Wales, the 
Americans scored a brilliant victory, beating the local 
team with the handsome margin of 129 points. The 
American team scored 1,884 and the New South Wales 
team 1,755. The highest possible aggregate score was 
2,100 points. The conditions were twenty men on each 
team, firing seven shots per man, at 200, 500 and 


yards. ‘The score follows: 

200 yds. 500 yds. 600 yds. Ager. 
Americans ......... 627 640 617 = 1,884 
Australians ........ 610 574 fa re a 


The wind was tricky. The members of the team from 
the fleet camped on the range for five days, spending 
their time in practicing. 'The ammunition of the Ameri- 
cans was greatly superior to that of the New South 
Wales team. The best total for the American team was 
made by C. Q. M. Harold, who scored 104 points out of 
a possible 105. Midshipman F. A. L. Vossler at 500 
yards made 35 points out of a possible 35. 

In a game of baseball between men from the Nebraska 
and a team from the university, Aug. 22, the Americans 
won by a score of 3 to 0. A nine selected from the fleat 
defeated a team representing New South Wales, 6 to 5. 
On the other hand, the New South Wales Rugby football 
team heat a fleet team, 6 to 3. 

During the afternoon of Aug. 22 Admiral Sperry gave 
a reception on board the flagship Connecticut to a large 
number of guests. Among those present were Governor 
General and Lady Northcote, Admiral Sir Harry Raw- 
son, Governor of New South Wales, and his wife, and the 
Lord Mayor of Sydney and his wife. The main deck of 
the ship was covered by awnings and the decorations con- 
sisted of British and American flags intertwined. The 
ship’s band played during the reception. 

Special services were held in all the churches Aug. 23 
and the men attended in crowds. Cardinal Moran pre- 
sented Rear Admiral Sperry with a tame kangaroo, and 
citizens presented tame kangaroos to the wardroom off- 
cers of the battleships Louisiana and Missouri. 

There was a grand review at noon on Aug. 24 in Cen- 
tennial Park in which 600 men of the Royal navy, 3,000 
men of the American fleet, 7,000 of the naval and mili- 
‘tary forces of New South Wales, and 4,000 cadets took 
part. It was the largest ceremonial parade ever wit- 
nessed in Sydney. The vast natural amphitheater was 
filled with over 100,000 spectators, including Lord North- 
cote, Governor General of Australia: Admiral Sir Harry 
Rawson, Governor of New South Wales; Vice Admiral 
Sir Richard Poore, commander-in-chief of the British 
squadron in Australasian waters; Rear Admiral Sperry, 
and a number of other American officers. At the conclu- 
sion of the parade the men of the American fleet were 
entertained at luncheon. 

Lieut. Walter B.-Tardy, of the Vermont, underwent 
a successful minor surgical operation Aug. 24. 

Rear Admiral Sperry on the night of Aug. 26 gave a 
dinner on board the flagship in honor of Lord Northcote, 
Sir Harry Rawson, the Lord Mayor of Sydney, and the 
Commonwealth and state ministers. 

The official program of entertainment was given in our 
issue of Aug. 22, page 1412. -At the state banquet given 
on Aug, 21 by Sir Harry .Rawson in the town hall. up- 


ward of 1,000 guests were present, and the balconies 
were thronged with ladies in evening dress. The hall 
was beautifully decorated for the occasion with Ameri- 
can, Australian and British flags entwined. A large bust 
of President Roosevelt occupied a position on an _ ele- 
vated pedestal behind the seat of Admiral Sperry. After 
the Prime Minister of the Commonwealth made a _strik- 
ing address of welcome, Admiral Sperry arose and reit- 
erated his former statement of the indebtedness of the 
American Navy to the example of Great Britain, and he 
reccived an ovation. He said he knew no better train- 
ing for American naval officers than a systematic study 
of Great Kritain’s triumphs at sea. 

Something more than sentiment, he said, underlay the 
magnificent welcome that had been accorded them in 
Sydney. Ties of blood, community of interest and in- 
termarriage united the American and the British peo- 
ples, and these bonds would be drawn closer with the 
completion of the Panama Canal. 

On the afternoon of Aug. 26 Admiral Sir Harry Raw- 
son gave a brilliant garden party to a large number of 


‘ gnests, including Admiral Sperry and the senior officers 


of the fleet. At noon the government gave a luncheon 
to the visiting and local journalists, at which Admiral 
Sperry also was a guest. Admiral Sperry made a brief 
address, and received an ovation. 

There were’ two baseball matches on Aug. 26, in 
which the Australians were victorious. A home team 
defeated the team made up from the fleet by 8 to 7, and 
the University of Sydney defeated a nine from the bat- 
tleship Louisiana, 3 to 2. 

In the tug-of-war at games ashore on Aug. 26 the team 
from the British warships defeate@ the American sailors. 
In the 300-yard foot race Brown, of the British cruiser 
Pioneer, was first; Therry, of the American battleship 
poe ta Jersey, second, and Swanson, of the same vessel, 
third. 

A wireless message from the fleet on Aug, 27 received 
at Sydney at 6 p.m. reported the vessels 111 miles from 
the above port. 'The fleet was maintaining a twelve knut 
speed, keeping within sight of the coast, where the resi- 
dents were gathered in large numbers to get a sight of 
the American warships. 

Melbourne has made great preparations for the recep- 
tion of the American fleet. The streets and public build- 
ings are elaborately and artistically decorated, and thou- 
sands of American and British flags have been scattered 
about the city. The hotel accommodations are insuffi- 
cient to handle the crowds from the country centers. 
Thousands of people have taken passage on the Queens- 
cliffe steamers and special trains to see the entry of the 
vessels. Premier '. Bent sent this message to Rear 
Admiral Sperry to Sydney Aug. 27: “On the eve of 
your departure from Sydney. with the fleet under your 
command, on behalf of the government and people of 
Victoria, I wish you bon voyage to Port Philip. I assure 
you that a whole-hearted welcome to our shores is await- 
ing vourself and all the officers and men of the fleet.” 

The U.S.S. supplyship Culgoa arrived at Melbourne 
Aug. 27. The Battleship Fleet will arrive at Albany, 
West Australia, about Sept. 11, and will remain there 
about six days to take coal. Albany is a small place, 
the population being about 4,000, but it will do its 
share in entertaining the visiting Americans. A _ series 
of entertainments for the men are being arranged, and 
there will be also a program of sports and other games. 

A. S. Mihara, an official of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, 
the largest Japanese steamship operators of the Orient, 
who arrived on Aug. 21 at Seattle, Washington, stated 
that an application for all the vessels his company can 
spare had been filed by the Japanese reception commit- 
tee. It is also stated that the arrival of the. fleet at 
Yokohama is anxiously awaited, and plans are made to 
make the stay in Japanese waters the most notable fea- 
ture of the world cruise. 

The hospital ship Relief did not leave Sydney with the 
fleet because the unionist coal lumpers refused to. work 
in getting fuel on board the Relief. The Sydney coal 
hezvers, it seems, were annoyed because the American 
battleships used their own crews in coaling, and, having, 


as they say, been practically locked out by the fleet, de- 


clined to work on board the Relief, whose crew was not 
adequate for coaling the hospital vessel. in time. The 
union coals all the British men-of-war at Sydney. The 
Relief is being coaled “by her own crew and helped by 
men of the fleet who overstayed their shore leave and 
were left behind. ‘There were about eighty stragglers 
who failed to join their ships. These men will not be 
posted as deserters, as it is thought that the non-appear- 
ance of many of them was accidental. Fifty of the 
stragglers were embarked later in the day on the Yank- 
ton and sailed to rejoin their ships at Melbourne. The 
remainder will sail on the Relief. There is great public 
indignation at the action of the Coal Lumpers’ Union. 
The Relief is taking on 350 tons of coal and will be 
ready to depart Saturday afternoon, Aug. 29. 

The program for the reception of the American fleet in 
Japanese ports has been finished and submitted to Lient. 
Comdr. John A. Dougherty, U.S.N., naval attaché of the 
American Embassy, for approval. The fleet is due to ar- 
rive at Yokohama on Saturday, Oct. 17, and that day 
and Sunday will be devoted entirely to receptions and 
entertainment in that city. On Monday, Oct. 19, which 
will be known as American day, the rear admirals of the 
fleet, with their staffs, will. go to Tokio. They will be 
given apartments in the Imperial Palace at Shiba, where 
Judge Taft was entertained during his recent visit, and 
an Imperial carriage will be placed at the disposal of 
each rear admiral. A Japanese squadron will meet the 
American fleet as it approaches the coast of Japan and 
will act as an escort to Yokohama. 


DECISION IN CADETS’ CASE. 

The case of the West Point cadets charged with haz- 
ing reached a final conclusion on Aug. 24, when Major 
Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, Adjutant General, U.S.A., for- 
warded letters to Cadets William T. Rossell, jr., and 
Harry T. Weaver, the suspended first class men, in- 
forming them of their dismissal from the Academy in 
pursuance of orders from the President and Secretary of 
War, and also sent letters to the six third class men sus- 





pended from the Academy, informing them that they had 


been suspended until June 15, 1909. The order in the 
cases of the cadets will not be published in the usual 
form because they are not officers of the Army. So far 
as the War Department is concerned, this terminates the 
ease of the cadets. ..Cadet Rossell.is one of the honor 
men of the first class, and Washington press advices say 
he will endeavor through Congress to obtain permission 
to return to the Academy in a lower class. The six sus- 
pended cadets are: George W. Chase, jr., of New York: 
James A. Gillespie, of Pennsylvania; Byron Q.. Jones, of 
New York; William Nalle, jr., of Virginia; William W. 
Prude, of Alabama, and Isaac: Spalding,- of Oklahoma, 
all of the first class, This action of ‘the Adjutant Gen- 
eral was taken in-.accordance with the.-following recom- 


mendation of Secretary Wright, which was approved by 
the President: _ ‘ 

“‘Rossell and Weaver are the suspended first class men. 
Rossell: seems to. have- n a ringleader in interfering 
with the plebes, and,.in at least one instance, and prob- 
ably more, laid hands upon them, although not violently, 
and intimated, when objection was made, that'the victim 
should either submit or fight. This probably brings him 
directly within the law, and I see no other course than 
that he should go. Weaver seems to have been not quite 
so pronounced in his behavior, although he was guilty 
of practically the same thing as Rossell. The remaining 
cadets are, I believe, third class men. It seems. to me 
that in dealing with these young men, their difference 
in age and length of service in the Academy should be 
given consideration. Rossell and Weaver, as first class 
men, are much more matured, ‘both in age and knowledge 
of the rules and consequences of their infraction, while 
the third class men had just ceased to be plebes; and as 
they all say, and.I have no doubt is the fact, were sim- 
ply treating the new comers just as they themselves had 
been treated, and, probably, without any real reflection 
or, perhaps, knowledge of the gravity of their offenses as 
laid down in the rules. Under these circumstances 1 
think a clear distinction should be drawn between the 
offenders belonging to the first and third classes. 

“The act of Congress that forbids hazing and directs 
regulations to be made by the authorities. of the Acade- 
my does not prescribe what hazing is. This is not a 
technical term, and we can only ascertain the meaning of 
the word by reference to standard dictionaries. Web- 
ster’s International Dictionary defines hazing: “To ha- 
rass or annoy by playing abusive or shameful tricks 
upon; to humiliate by practical jokes—used especially of 
college students; as, the sophomores hazed a freshman!’ 
The Century and Standard Dictionaries give practically 
the same definition. 

“Now, none of the acts shown to have been committed 
by these young men come within this definition of haz- 
ing. The evidence shows that while the offenders direct- 
ed the plebes to ‘brace,’ that is, stand at attention with 
their shoulders thrown back, rub buckles, clean guns, 
bring water from the spring, fall in at the first assembly 
call, instead of five minutes later at the second call—- 
still, none of these acts can hardly be fairly brought 
within this definition. They all, undoubtedly, were im- 
proper interference with the plebes, constituting an as- 
sumption of authority over them in direct conflict with 
the regulations, for which severe punishment should be 
meted out. 

“But the act of Congress which forbids hazing is ex- 
tremely drastic in character, in that it provides that any 
eadet found guilty of hazing shall be summarily dis- 
missed from the Academy, and, in addition, shall not be 
reappointed to the corps of cadets or be eligible for ap- 
pointment as a commissioned officer in the Army and 
Navy or Marine Corps until two years after the gradua- 
tion of the class of which he was a member. This being 
so, I do not feel that it is just to extend the operations 
of this severe statute by implication, especially in view 
of the fact that, in my judgment, the offenses of which 
these young men were undoubtedly guilty can be ade- 
quately punished without resorting to the extreme pen- 
alty of expulsion. It is the certainty of punishment 
rather than the severity that deters the commission of 
offense. At the same time, it should be made very clear 
to all the young men at the Academy that obedience to 
the regulations imposed and the observance of a proper 
deportment toward the younger members is exacted. 

“I, therefore, recommend that Cadets Rossell and 
Weaver be dismissed from the Academy, and that the 
other six be suspended, with loss of all pay and allow- 
ances, until] June 15, 1909, when they will join the third 
class. This is the course recommended by Colonel Scott, 
and I am inclined to think, with him, that it will be bet- 
ter to have them remain in their homes during. the year 
of suspension, rather than to go over the same course 
which they have just finished, which would be the case 
were they turned back a year and allowed to remain at 
the Academy. He tells me that this is the usual proce- 
dure in such cases.”

DISPOSITION OF LEPROSY CASES. 


The misfortune of John H. Early, formerly an en- 
listed man of the 5th Infantry, who has been pronounced 
suffering from leprosy and is kept in a tent by himself 
by the Washington health authorities, raises peculiar 
questions as to the care of persons afflicted with this 
disease. Early undoubtedly contracted the disease while 
serving in the Philippines. As an old soldier he has 
a claim to support at the U.S. Soldiers’ Home, to the 
maintenance of which for years while in the Service he 


contributed twelve and a half cents a month from his 
pay. He, no doubt, also has a claim on government 
care on the ground that he has incurred a terrible dis- 
ease while in the line of duty. The man maintains a 
eheerful mind, reading his Bible a great deal, and seems 
only anxious as to the support of his wife and «child 
who are in his old home in North Carolina. The Wash- 
ington authorities have asked the state of North Caro- 
lina to take care of the man, but no answer has come. 
It would seem wiser for the- general government to deal 
with a ease of leprosy, especially in such a case as this 
of an old soldier. The states, with the possible excep- 
tion of Louisiana, have no facilities for taking care of 
lepers, and it would seem to be a matter of national 
health protection. Unfortunately no one feels author- 
ized to take the initiative in such a matter and the man 
himself has placed himself obediently in the hands of 
those who were first to acquaint him with the horrible 
fact that he was a leper. Early served in Cuba as well 
as the Philippines, and in all had nine years of ‘service. 
Physicians who have acquaintance with the disease give 
the opinion that there is very little need of apprehension 
that the man has given the disease to anyone else in his 
wanderings. 

Early says he was born in Yancey county, in the 
mountains of western North Carolina, thirty-two years 
ago, and enlisted in the U.S. Army as a private in At- 
lanta in 1897. With his regiment, the 5th Infantry, 
he was ordered to Cuba and landed in Santiago in Aug- 
ust, 1898. In the latter part of 1898 he was taken 
severely ill and was treated in a hospital. In May of 
the following year he was sent home on sick leave, suf- 
fering with intermittent fever, and went to his home 
in Weaverville, N.C., where he remained under treatment 
for twe months. Partially recovered, he reported at 
Fort McPherson, Atlanta, for duty and was ordered to 
join his regiment at Santiago, where he arrived in Janu- 
ary, 1 In August of that year he was sent to Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., from which point, with part of his regi- 
ment, he was seut te Manila. He arrived in Manila in 
September, 1900, and for two years did garrison, quaran- 
tine and general campaign duties between Manila and 
Vigan. While on this detail he was exposed to many 





contagious diseases, but never knowingly, he says, came 
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in contact with a leper. Late in April, 1903, he ar- 
rived in San Francisco and was there discharged,  Fol- 
lowing his discharge from the Army, Early returned 
to his home in Weaverville, N.C,, arriving there in 
May, and remained there five months. The next 
November he went to Knoxville and re-enlisted, being 
sent to Columbus, 0.. where he stayed one month. From 
Columbus he was ordered to Plattshburg Barracks, N.Y., 
and there was reassigned to his old company, F, of the 
Sth Infantry. Until Noy. 10, 1906, Early remained 
at Plattsburg. when he was discharged and went to 
Winchendon, Mass., where he obtained a clerical posi- 
tion with FE. N. Larmaur, to whose daughter, Miss 
Lottie L. Larmaur, he was married two years ago. Un- 
ti] March, 1907, he remained in Winchendon ill, and then 
went to Troy, N.Y., and became identified with the 
work of the Salvation Army. He was given the rank 
of captain. From Troy he went to Granville, N.Y., 
where he spent ten months, and where the symptoms of 
his skin disease first became pronounced. Until Aug. 6 
last he worked through New York up-state towns, and 
then went to Lynn, N.C., to see his wife, child and 
relatives. On Aug. 18 he left Lynn over the Southern 
Railroad, and arrived in Washington Aug. 14. A doc- 
tor who visited him at the Industrial Home last Friday, 
Aug. 21, discovered that the man was suffering from 
leprosy.

FISHING AT LAKE CHUZENSI. 


Lakeside Hotel, Chuzenji, Japan, June 30, 1908. 

The guide books of Japan descant upon Lake Chuzen- 
ji’s salmon, trout and another variety of fish called aka- 
hara. These lines are written from the Lakeside Hotel, 
on the shores of Lake Chuzenji. Enclosed is an outline 
of a pictorial illustration displayed in the hotel office of 
a salmon, 1 Ib. 6 1-2 oz., taken with a fly rod and line 
June 30, 1908, by Captains Law and Collingwood, of, 1 
believe, the British army contingent in India. Lake 
Chuzenji is 4,400 feet above sea level and is a noted 
summer resort. 

Having been baked by recent service on the island of 
Mindanao, Philippine Islands, the writer came here to 
coél off. The temperature is gratefully low, the lake is 
beautiful, the sylvan, mountainous framing of the lake 
picturesque. The Imperial government trout hatchery, con- 
ducted by the courteous Mr. R. Taniguchi, is of interest 
to those addicted to piscatorial sports, but, so far, I’ve 
enly handled one spotted trout, one akahara, and have 
yet to see a salmon. ‘ 

As the Japanese have a recognized talent amounting to 
genius in small things as well as great, I came here ex- 
pecting to find rods, reels, lines, leaders, lures of especial 
merit. I also hoped to be educated in fishing methods of 
advantage. This is my second day here. I’ve risen 
early, stayed out late, noted the way that my Jap guide 
and boatman handles his fishing gear, but Grand Lake 
Stream, Washington County, Maine, has no successful 
rivals here in any of the respects named. 

Captains Law and Collingwood are quoted as not rec- 
ommending Yagawa, which is the name of the stream at 
the head of Lake Chuzenji, as a prolific trout stream. 
Mr. Gregory Wilenkson, now here, impresses me as an 
angler of experience, deftness and patience. The latter 
has failed in Canada. We have compared notes. Do 
you remember the advice given by Punch to a young 
couple contemplating matrimony? ’I'was comprehended 
in one word: “Don’t!” That is my advice to those 
who contemplate making the nine mile trip from Nikko 
to Lake Chuzenji, for the purpose of catching either 
salmon, akahara or trout other than by means of a net. 

Nikko has gorgeous temples; of course, Chuzenji has 
temples, too. There are temples more or less gaudy, 
ditto shrines and torii, all over Japan. For the period of 
seven hundred and seven years, and more, Daimios of 
two swords and the Shoguns ruled Japan and Shinto 
was bigger than Buddha then. These baron warrior 
chiefs and shoguns seem to be numerously buried. Their 
places of residence or interment are to be ‘seen daily. 
Tourists get tired of mausoleum stones—temples become 
monotonous to those not of antiquarian tastes. The 
Jeisha dancing, posturing girls seen at, shy, the Maple 
Leaf Club of Tokyo, are attractive because novel to 
Americans. The tea ceremony ditto: but maybe you re- 
member what Mrs. McGuffin, wife of millionaire Pat Mc- 
Guffin, contractor, said when she saw the Apollo Belvi- 
dere: “I’ye seen Apoller Bellvydeer, an’ I’ve seen Pat 
McGuffin. Give me McGuffin.” 

I’ve seen Grand Lake and other Maine lakes and 
streams, habitat of Ouananiche, trout and land-locked 
salmon. Give me Montana trout and Maine Ouananiche 
in preference to all the alleged salmon and actual trout 
and akahara of Lake Chuzenji, Shimozuke province, 
Tojiki prefecture. 
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THE TRUTH ABOUT THE ILLINOIS TROOPS. 


I.N.G. Division Headquarters, Chicago, 
Aug. 25, 1908. 
To THE EpiITor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I desire to correct errors in your article published in 
your edition of Aug. 22 relative to the Illinois National 
Guard during the strike at Springfield. In accepting the 
newspaper reports your impressions in some instances 
are exaggerated and in others totally erroneous. 

The riot began on the evening of Friday, Aug. 14, and 
continued for several hours befere the troops were called 


to the scene. The first troops called out were local troops 
at Springfield, consisting of one dismounted troop of 
Cavalry, one company of Infantry and one gatling sec- 
tion. These were placed under the direction of the 
sheriff of the county, as our law requires. The sheriff 
refused to permit the troops to fire until 3 a.m. In tha 
meantime additional troops had arrived from nearby stz- 
tions; also General Wells, of the 2d Brigade, who took 
command. General Wells insisted upon firing into the 
mob and finally gained the consent of the sheriff, who 
ordered that the first volley be fired high. General Wells 
insisted upon firing the next volley where it would do 
some damage and fired low, wounding quite a number 
in the mob. This caused the mob to disperse. At no 
time, however, was actual attack made upon the troops, 
and while some few were slightly injured with flying mis- 
siles, it was random work and not a direct attack. 

I arrived in Springfield Saturday afternoon and after 
a conference with the Governor. Sheriff and Mayor, took 
command at 6 o'clock, with the understanding that I 
should have unlimited authority. I accordingly gave or- 
ders to shoot to kill wherever violence was shown or 
wherever the mob was detected in actual commission of 
a crime. Although large crowds had gathered in differ- 
ent portions of the city and particularly’ in the down 
town district, there was absolutely during this evening 





no resistance made to the troops whatever at any point, 
nor’ were they defied or assaulted in any way. The 
crowds dispersed at the approach of the troops, who ar- 
rested men without resistance, among them the man 
Raymer and several other leaders. 

Your remarks relative to the Ist Infantry are totally 
in error. ‘The first section of this regiment arrived in 
Springfield at 9:20 p.m., Saturday, Aug. 15, under the 
command of Major Funkhouser. Major Funkhouser re- 
ported with his battalion directly to me at the jail and 
not at the arsenal. He detrained without any violence 
or threats being made and marched without any interfer- 
ence or assaults whatever through the streets to the jail. 
Most of the crowds in the down town district had been 
dispersed by this time. He was given orders to finish 
up this work and given unlimited authority with instruc- 
tions to shoot wherever it was required. He reported to 
me afterward that there was absolutely no violence 
shown to his troops and he had no oceasion to fire. Af- 
ter clearing the crowd he camped in the city square. 

The second section of this regiment arrived about one- 
half hour later and marched directly to the jail and no 
violence whatever was shown toward them. They re- 
mained in the vicinity of the jail over night, taking their 
station at the arsenal the next day. Not one man of this 
regiment received any injuries at the hands of the mob 
on this evening or at any subsequent time. The windows 
of their train were not broken when they entered thd 
town and no privates were injured. This regiment did 
excellent work and there is no better regiment in the 
United States. 

I was convinced Saturday by midnight that there 
would be no more resistance from mobs and no more mob 
violence unless they could strike at some point at a dis- 
tance from the troops. All other conditions, however, 
were very serious. The civil authorities were completely 
paralyzed. Citizens were either in sympathy with the 
mob or else were so frightened that they would neither 
interfere nor give information. The vagrant, vicious and 
criminal class of this city as well as adjoining towns 
was brought to the surface. Race prejudice was intense. 
Threats had been made not only against colored families 
and the property of colored people, but against white 
families who had colored servants or white men who had 
colored employees, Conditions therefore indicated a 
harvest of sporadic crimes all over the city. To avoid 
this it was necessary to place a strong guard in every 
section of the city and to completely patrol the entire 
city day and night. As Springfield contains 16 square 
miles, not including oulying points, this required a large 
number of men. It was desired also to make a strong 
showing of force, which would not only intimidate the 
lawless element, but would give courage and confidence 
to the citizens and civil authorities. 

By Tuesday morning the conditions were such that we 
decided to return troops as rapidly as possible and or- 
ders were given for the ist Infantry and 4th Infantry, 
both of these regiments leaving Springfield Wednesday 
morning. ‘Thursday morning the entire 5th Infantry, 
three companies of the 3d Infantry and the entire 2d 
Infantry returned. Friday morning the entire Cavalry, 
leaving one regiment of Infantry, the 7th. 

The National Guard of Illinois were ready and pre- 
pared to do their work promptly and vigorously in ac- 
cordance with the law. Citizens were not allowed to 
offer them any insults or any violence. Every man who 
attempted to interfere with them in any way was arrest- 
vd and brought to the county jail.

PAY OF THE HOSPITAL CORPS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In giving the rates of pay recommended by the 
Chief of Staff for the various grades of the Army Hos- 
pital Corps you omit to mention the most important 
fact that those rates were recommended by the Chief of 
Staff only in connection with the establishment of a 
warrant rank, $1,000 per annum initial pay, to which 
sergeants, first class, and other non-commissioned officers 
of similar grade, would have been eligible for appoint- 
ment after fifteen years’ service; see pages 96, 108 and 
109 (note), Report of Secretary of War, 1907. Con- 
gress, it is true, increased the pay of many non-commis- 
sioned officers te a greater extent than recommended 
by the Chief of Staff, but the warrant rank recommended 
in connection with the lower rate was not established. 
You omit also any mention of the equally important 
recommendation of the Surgeon General, published at 
the time (about Feb. 22, 1908) in the JourNAn, that all 
Sergeants, first class, receive $65 per month initial pay.

The young officer, after going to 
each and every individual with the hope of extracting at 
least a few pennies, returned and shamefacedly placed 
the cap on the table in front of the chaplain and the vis- 
iting clergyman, who were of course ignorant of the 
financial condition of the cap. 

In the congregation was a dignified, God-fearing ma- 





jor, whose life and language approach the Christian - 


ideal of manhood. The chaplain in deference to the ma- 
jor’s religious convictions honored him by requesting him 
to present the contribution to the visiting clergyman. 
The major approached the cap with something of an em- 
barrassed feeling, well knowing that he had contributed 
nothing, but hoping with all his heart that some one had 
given something.

LOCATION OF OLD FORT SNELLING. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 18, 1908. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The very interesting letter of Dr. Robert E. Eskildson, 
published in your issue of Aug. 1, furnishes a new exam- 
ple of the infirmity of the human memory. He locates 
the fort (Fort Srielling) on the south bank of the Mis- 
sissippi, and then adds that the work was approached 
from the north and northwest over a level plain. A re- 
visit or a good contour map would show that the fort 
stands on the west bank just where begins the bend 
which carries the course of the river northeast to St. 
Paul, where another bend sends it onward in its general 
southerly flow. The country is therefore open to the 
west and northwest, but it is not a level plain. The 
height of the terre-plain is 800 feet above sea level. The 
ground rises toward the northwest. Within a mile there 
is an elevated ridge high enough to form a butt for rifle 
practice, two miles back there is a well-defined terrace 
850 feet above sea level, and a mile further away an- 
other 900 feet above the same datum. The place has al- 
ways been indefensible from artillery from the land side. 
Pike’s Island, below which the Minnesota joins the great 
river, is but little over a mile in length. weiwiP

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

All previous records for discharging coal from colliers 
at the naval coal depot, Bradford, R.I., were broken on 
Aug. 21, when 2,027 tons was taken out of the U.S.

A submarine fog bell is to be installed in the U.S. 
auxiliary cruiser Yankee, which arrived at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard, Mass., Aug. 20. Other repairs and 
changes will be made, mostly those which were left un- 
done when the ship went away to take the naval militia- 
men on their summer cruises. The fog bell will be taken 
from the collier Hannibal, now at the yard and out of 
commission. There is no other bell available just now. 

The U.S.S. Adams was turned over to the authorities 
of the state of Pennsylvania on Aug. 20, 1908, at the 
navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., for use of the Pennsylvania 
Nautical School. 

The German cruiser Freyer arrived at Newport, R.I., 
Aug. 22 from Halifax, to remain until about Sept. 5.

loss to each of the vessels of a propeller. When the Pa- 
ducah was off Hatteras she notified the Department of 
the loss of her port propeller when one day out from 
Port au Prince for New York, where she arrived later. 
Comdr. John E, Craven, of the Dubuque, which has just 
arrived at New York, reports the loss of the Dubuque’s 
starboard propeller in Long Island Sound, while en 
route from Portsmouth to New York. 


The new battleship Montana had a screw standardiza- 
tion trial on the Rockland course, Me., Aug. 21, and 
made two top speed runs at*21 knots: Its average of 
five high speed runs during its builders’ acceptance trial 
last April was 22.035. The failure'to reach those figures 
at the crial on Aug. 21 is ascribed in part to a new crew. 
The Montana went over the measured mile ten times, 
making two runs each at 10, 12, 14, 18 and 21 knots. 
It was under forced draft a portion of the time. An- 
other trial under deep draught will be held. 


Under command of Rear Admiral W. T. Swinburne, 
U.S.N., seven cruisers and seven torpedoboat destroyers 
of the Pacific Fleet sailed from San Francisco, Cal., 
Aug. 24, for Hawaii and Samoa, on a towing experi- 
ment. Following the West Virginia was the Maryland 
with the Stewart, the Pennsylvania with the Perry, the 
Tennessee, flying the flag of Rear Admiral Sebree, with 
the Hfopkins; the Washington with the Hull, the Cali- 
fornia ~yith the Truxtun, and the South Dakota with the 
Whipple. Arriving outside the Heads, each cruiser 
passed out a 10-inch hemp hawser 450 yards long and 
took in tow a destroyer. The fleet then formed in double 
column formation 400 yards apart, a distance of 1, 
yards separating the cruisers in each column, and started 
on its cruise with the torpedo destroyers in tow. ©The 
weather was beautiful and the sea calm, making it easy 
for the cruisers to pick up their tows. The fleet is 
scheduled to arrive in Honolulu Sept. 2, remain there 
eight days, and then tow the destroyers to Pago Pago, 
Samoa. reaching there Oct. 2, and to leave that port for 
San Diego on Oct. 17, the day the Atlantic Fleet ar 
rives. The destroyers will have steam in ouc boiler, for 
emergency, and should the hemp. hawsers break, each 
cruiser is provided with a supply of five-inch steel cable. 
The cruisers, accompanied by the destroyers, are due to 
return to San Francisco Dec. 4. The auxiliary cruiser 
Buffalo, carrying supplies for the fleet, will accompany 
the fleet as fas as Honolulu. The Solace also accom- 
panies the fleet to the islands. 
_ Tests of submarine chartings are being conducted at 
Newport, R.I., in the submarine Octopus, Lieut. Charles 
E. Courtney, U.S.N. The purpose is to work out sub- 
merged chartings for future use. This is to be carried 
out in a similar manner in other important seacoast har- 
bors on the Atlantic, for securing data in submarine tor- 
pedoboat operation. On Aug. 31 the first and second sub- 
marine ‘flotillas, with the second and third torpedoboat 
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fiotillas, will rendezvous at Buzzard’s Bay, wee the 
cruiser Yankee. Under direction of Comdr. C. C. Marsh, 
U.S.N., maneuvers for the protection of the coast will be 
carried out. ° 

There comes from San Francisco the story of the rath- 
er unusual hazing at the naval training station at Yerba 
Buena Island, of Earl Irey, a twenty-one-year-old ap- 
prentice on the training ship Pensacola, which will 
probably result in the court-martial of O. F. Guy and 
J. Valerous, two shipmates. Thus far the Navy 
partment has received no verification of the report. The 
hazing, it is said, occurred Aug. 10. According to the 
story Irey was caught by Guy and Valerous, a noose 
was fastened tightly around his neck, the rope passed 
over a hook and he was swung clear of the deck, re- 
maining suspended for five minutes. He was found in 
this position by the master at arms, his eyes bulging 
out and his tongue swollen and black. For days he 
lingered between life and death, and the doctors now 
say that he has lost the sight of one eye, and probably 
beth. Trey will be sent to his home in Oklahoma. 





BRITISH VIEW OF OUR NAVY. 


One very instructive result of the cruise of the Battle- 
ship Fleet to the Orient is the analysis which the per- 
sonne] of the American Navy is receiving at the hands 
of foreign critics as a natural consequence of the atten- 
tion the Fleet has attracted. The American Fleet has 
been holding the center of the naval stage for the better 


part of a year, and it is natural that it should be the 
subject of close criticism. The latest phases of this may 
be seen in two articles which appeared recently in the 
London Times from a correspondent who accompanied 
the fleet in its voyage around the Horn, and who deals 
with the personnel of the American Navy. He tells us 
that it is the British naval spirit of meeting your enemy 
off his own shores, “the eternal aggressive,’ which in- 
spires the American Service. That it was the unhesi- 
tating promptness with which he proceeded to his -ob- 
= that gave the merit to Dewey’s action in Manila 

ay. 
According to the writer in the Times, our Navy is the 
only one in the world where some private income is 
not practically a requirement for the young officer. All 
that a boy needs is money enough to bring him to An- 
napolis. Once he is admitted he enters the Service of the 
United States on pay equivalent to all his living expenses. 
Thus this system, he says, is the purest example of de- 
mocracy. At the same time, the younger men are rest- 
less, owing to the circumstance that promotion is very 
slow. “In the senior ranks there is not the zeal and am- 
bition which inspire their juniors. Between the men 
who are content never to have run their ships aground, 
and those who believe that any drill which is not for 
battle is a waste of time, there is naturally something 
like antagonism, and yet all oppose the introduction of 
selection, lest it should also lead to the exercise of polit- 
ical influence which is the goblin of their nightmare.” 

Land critics of the British navy have been surprised 
by the statement in the Times, says the Army and Navy 
Gazette, that the “American bluejacket enters young, 
serves for a very short period afloat, and seldom, if ever, 
re-enlists. The average age of the crews of the Battie- 
ship Fleet is a little over twenty-one, many are boys of 
only eighteen or nineteen years, who will be back in civil 
life early in the twenties with the perfect confidence of 
success which characterizes young Americans. The best 
men come from the farms and small villages in the in- 
terior, and in the eyes of the younger officers a taste 
for mechanics is considered far more useful aboard a 
battleship than sea habits and sea training. Doubtless 
these come in due time, and when the man leaves the 
Navy the discipline there enforced is a useful factor in 
his after life, and helpful toward his success.” 

While the comment of the Gazette on these views in 
the “Thunderer” to the effect that “the traditions of the 
United States Navy are indeed essentially British” may 
meet with dissent, no one wili challenge the correctness 
of its contention that “in the upbuilding of the American 
Navy this great cruise around the world marks an im- 
portant stage. It has concentrated the attention of the 
whole nation, and has given a conclusive proof of its 
capacity, its mobility, and its effective strength.” 

While the re-enlistments in the Navy of a new country 
like the United States, where business opportunities are 
more numerous and varied than in older countries, can- 
not be expected to be so large as in the nations of the 
Old World, the statement in the London Times that the 
American blnejacket seldom, if ever, re-enlists, should be 
taken cum grano salis. Going back to 1905, when there 
was no talk of a cruise or other unusual incident to 
stimulate re-enlistment, we find in the annual report 
of the Secretary of the Navy that the enlisted men in 
service in the year averaged 30,103 and the number of re- 
enlistments for the twelve months was 2,413, while the 
enlisted men serving under continuous-service certificate 
numbered 4,897.

CAMP PERRY SHOOTING MATCHES. 

From a field of fifty rifle teams the Infantry team from 
the U.S. Army proved the victor in the National Team Match 
of 1908, concluded at Camp Perry, O., Aug. 26. It won 
the contest on a score of 3,224 points, leading the second 
team, that of the Navy, by fourteen points. 

For the first time in the history of the match the teams 
from the Regular Service carried off all three trophies, the 
National, Hilton and the Bronze Soldier of Marathon, and 
also the fourth prize, which was $100 in cash. The U.S. 
Navy, which was second, with 3,210, gets the Hilton trophy 
and $200. The U.S. Cavalry, which was third, with 3,180, 
takes the bronze Soldier of Marathon and $150. The U.S. 
Marine Corps, with 3,117 points, took fourth place, and gets 
$100. The riflemen from Wisconsin beat all the National 
Guard teams, with 3,073 points, and get $75, and Massachu- 
setts came in sixth, with 3,056, and takes $50. 

None of the prize-winning teams equalled their scores of 
last year, however. At that time the six, leading teams, with 
aggregate number of -points, were: :(1) U.S. Navy, 3,421; 
(2) Massachusetts, 3,418; (3) Ohio, 3,366; (4) U.S. Cav- 
alry, 8,366; (5) Washington, 3,361; (6) U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy, 3,347. Wisconsin, which wins fifth place this year and 
leads all the National Guard teams, with a score of 3,073 
points, stood No. 13 last year, with a score of 3,218 points, 
only six: points behind what the winner made this year. The 
team from the Marine Corps, which stood No. 14 last year, 
jumped up to fourth place this year; Massachusetts, which 
was second, dropped to sixth place; Ohio, which was third, 
dropped to sixteenth place; the U.S. Naval Academy team 
dropped from sixth place to seventh, and Pennsylvania from 
seventh to eighth place. New York, which stood No. 9 last 
year, dropped to twentieth place. It had no handy range to 
practice upon, Creedmoor having been abolished, and had to 
go to New Jersey, which handicapped it greatly. New Jersey, 
which last year stood No. 10, dropped to twenty-second place 
this year. The Army Cavalry team, which gets third place 
this year, was fourth last year.

Pennsylvania 

In the first days shooting, which began on Aug. 24, at 200 
yards, slow and rapid fire, and the 600-yard stages, the U.S. 
Navy was in the lead, with Massachusetts second, their re- 
spective scores being 1,448 and 1,442. Pennsylvania was 
third, at 1,429. The Infantry and Cavalry were fourth and 
fifth, with scores, respectively, of 1,425 and 1,419, while 
the Naval Academy and the Marine Corps were tied at 1,377 
for eleventh and twelfth places. Wisconsin was sixth, with 
1.405: the District of Columbia seventh, 1,401; Oklahoma 
and Oregon eighth and ninth, with 1,385 and 1,384, and 
Maine Scored 1,383. 

In the shooting on Aug. 25 the U.S. Infantry team jumped 
into the lead, with 2,757 points; the Navy team second, 
with 2,736; U.S. Cavalry, 2,676; U.S. Marine Corps, 2,674; 
District of Columbia, 2,621; Naval Academy, 2,616; Massa- 
chusetts, 2,598: Wisconsin, 2,598; Pennsylvania, 2,595; and 
Towa, 2,541. The Massachusetts team dropped from second 
to seventh place. New York, which was twenty-fourth on 
Aug. 24, pulled ‘to nineteenth on the 800 yards range, but 
fell to twenty-third on the skirmish, and had 2,334. New 
Jersey began the day nineteenth, dropped to twenty-third en 
the 800-yard targets and pulled to twentieth at the skirmish 
and scored 2,356. Additional scores will be given another 
week. 

Marksmen of the National Guard of Ohio won both the 
national individual contest and also the national pistol match 
on Aug. 27, which ended the shooting. The national indi- 
vidual rifle contest was won by Lieut. A. Dale Rothrock on 
a score of 300 points; Lieut. George C. Shaw, 27th U.S. 
Inf., was second with 296 points. 

In the rifle shoot the special prizes were won by Ensign 
I. F. Dortch, U.S.N., for the best score in the skirmish run; 
Lieut. M. P. Stiles, of Maine, for his score at slow fire, and 
Sergt. J. O. Stemple, of Ohio, for his rapid fire work. 

The leaders, out of a field of 668 sharpshooters in the in- 
dividual rifle contest, were: Lieut. A. Dale Rothrock, Ohio, 
300: Lieut. G. C. Shaw, U.S. Inf., 296; Ensign I. F. Dortch, 
U.S.N., 295; Private G. L. Blenkon, Wis., 295; Lieut.

Previous to the National Matches the following matches 
were concluded: The championship regimental team match, 
held under the auspices of the National Rifle Association, at 
Camp Perry, U., Aug. 21, was won for the third successive 
year by the 6th Kegiment of Massachusetts. By winning for 
three years the Massachusetts team is entitled to permanent 
possession of the $500 trophy. The Massachussetts team 
made a score of 775. The 5th Regiment team of Maryland 
was second, with a score of 769, and was awarded the silver 
medal. The final stage of the contest was at 1,000 yards, 
which had been continued from Aug. 18, and concluded the 
events cheduled in the National Rifle Association’s tourna- 
ment.

FORT RILEY CAMP. 
Fort Riley, Kas., Aug. 21, 1908. 

The Camp of Instruction and Maneuver at Fort Riley, Kas., 
as it is officially designated, which is under command of 
Brig. Gen. John B. Kerr, U.S.A., began on Aug. 10, to con- 
tinue until Sept. 10, 1908. 

General Kerr, under date of Aug. 10, 
lowing personal and headquarters staff:

Hof, O.D.; provost marsha!, Major Edwin P. Andrus, 3d

The schedule of instruction is designed to secure a uni- 
form system for the entire command, beginning with the 
more elementary field training and gradually advancing to 
the combined use of the three arms, together with engineers 
and other special corps, in such _ tactical exercises and 
maneuvers as the available terrain may permit. Saturday 
mornings (unless otherwise ordered) will be devoted to the 
weekly inspections, and Saturday afternoons will be avail- 
able for athletics; Sundays to Divine service and rest. As 
far as practicable, exercises of the Regular troops will be 
so timed as to terminate before noon. The available time 
for instruction will be divided into the following periods: 

(a.) Regular troops. I—Schedule for Cavalry. Field 
Artillery and Infantry. First period four days—Aug. 10-13— 
Formations for attack and defense. Aug. 10—Troops, batteries 
and companies. Aug. 11—Squadrons and _ battalions. Aug. 
12—Regiments. Aug. 13—The entire regular command. On 
the 10th and 11th the enemy will be imaginary; on the 
12th and 13th he will be indicated. On the first two days 
the several commands of Regular troops will march to their 
appointed stations and each commander will select a definite 
objective which he will attack as if it were occupied by 
an enemy; the attack having been carried through, he will 
then occupy the: line attacked in the proper formation for 
defense. In company maneuvers no reserve will be used; 
in the other maneuvers, reserves will be used. 

Second period—Aug. 14-20. Dispositions for the security 
and information of troops on the march: advance, rear and 
flank guards, and patrols. Aug. 14—Troops, batteries and 
companies. (Aug. 17—Combined maneuver with organized 
militia.) Aug. 18—Sauadrons and battalions. Aug. 19— 
Regiments. Aug. 20—The entire regular command. In the 
exercises of Aug. 14 and 18 the enemy will be imaginary: 
Aug. 19 and 20 represented. The maneuver of Aug. 17

During the exercise of this period, patrols 
of varied strength and character will be sent out, recon- 
naissance of the country well to the front made and sketches 
submitted, which will in each case te turned in to the 
umpire or observer on duty with the command for trans- 
mission to the chief umpire. Outposts will be established, 
and after inspection, relieved by new details. 

During this period the enemy will be represented. Aug. 
27—Combined maneuver with organized militia. Fourth 
period—Aug. 28 Sept. 5—Maneuvers. Aug. 28—Study of 
Maneuver No. 1. Aug. 31—A.M. Maneuver No. 1. Ad- 
vance guard against rear guard. P.M. Muster of regular 
command. Sept. 1—Study of Maneuver No. 2. Sept. 2— 
Maneuver No. 2. Attack and defense of a position by night. 
Sept. 3—Study of Maneuver No. 38. Sept. 4—Maneuver 
No. 3. Collision of troops on the march. Sept. 5—Com- 
bined maneuver with organized militia. These problems may 
be changed as circumstances demand. No written reports 
will be required. Sept. 7-10. Sept. 7—This being a legal 
holiday, there will be no duty except the necessary guard 
and police. Sept. 8—General police. Sept. 9—Troops will 
be put in bivouac on their proper camp grounds to enable 
the loading of canvas and heavy baggage. Sept. 10— 
Break camp. 

Schedule for Engineers and special troops of the Medical 
and Signal Corps and Supply Departments. The instruction 
of these troops will be carried forward during the first 
three periods by the senior officers respectively of each corps 
or’ department, who will submit a program of a progressive 
course for their troops to these headquarters for approval. 
These schedules will provide for participation of their troops 
in all maneuvers, and in the exercises for the entire com- 
mand scheduled for the fourth day of the first three periods 
in the foregoing. 

In the schedule of drills for the militia, the instruction 
included tactical rides for officers not engaged in drills, 
Artillery drill. close and extended order drills for Infantry, 
instruction for Hospital Corps, Signal Corps and bands, ad- 
vance, rear and flank guards, outposts and reconnaissance, 
battle exercises. This instruction was imparted both in 
battalion and regimental formation, and there were forma- 
tions for attack and defense by company, battery, battalion 
and regiment, and combined maneuvers with Regular troops 
by all arms. 

The Regular troops in camp are the following: Head- 
quarters and ten troops, 2d Cavalry, from Fort Des Moines, 
Iowa; headquarters and eleven troops, 7th Cavalry, from 
Fort Riley, Kas.; three batteries, 5th Field Artillery, from 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas.; headquarters and six batteries, 6th 
Field Artillery, from Fort Riley, Kas.; one battery, 3d Field 
Artillery, from Fert Snelling, Minn.; headquarters and 
twelve companies, 13th Infantry, from Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas.; headquarters and seven companies, 16th Infantry, from 
Fort Crook, Neb.; three companies, 16th Infantry, from Fort 
Logan H. Roots, Ark.; Engineer Corps, headquarters and 
two companies, 3d Battalion, from Fort Leavenworth, Kas.: 
Signal Corps, one company (A) from Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., Aug. 21 to Sept. 10, 1908; Hospital Corps, one-half 
ecmpany (C) from Washington Barracks, D.C. 

The Kansas state troops were at camp from Aug. 10 to 
19 and made an excellent showing. The dates for duty of 
other state troops are as follows: Missouri and Oklahoma 
troops, Ang. 20 to 29, and Towa, South Dakota and Minne- 
sota troops, Aug. 31 to Sept. 

Officers of the Regular Army are detailed as instructors 
with each of the regiments of the militia and assist officers 
of the militia in the solution of problems furnished by 
the chief umpire for the tactical rides, and were directed 
to frequently assemble the officers of the different organiza- 
tions for instruction, in the form of lectures or talks upon 
military courtesy, guard duty, preparation for the succeed- 
ing day’s exercises; and in general, they conducted their 
instruction so as to prepare the organizations as speedily 
as possible for the more advanced exercises. 

Complete instructions were promulgated in orders rela- 
tive to the personal hygiene of the troops and the sanitary 
administration of the camp. .Lieut. Col. John M. Banister. 
M.C., was chief sanitary -officer, and Major Thomas S. Brat- 
ton, M.C., sanitary inspector. Circulars giving the scheme 
of instruction for officers and enlisted men of the Medical 
Corps were issued, as well as instructions for the Engineer 
troops, etc., as well as rules for the conduct of exercises, 
drawing of supplies and all other details of camp life. 

Extracts from Field Orders, Messages and Reports, pre- 
pared by Major Eben Swift, 12th ™.S. Cav., showing the 
most important requisites, form and sub-divisions of orders 
were also published. Major Clement A. F. Flagler, C.E., 
was, on Aung. 11, announced as chief engineer officer of this 
command. Capt. Irving J. Carr, 28th Inf., was announced 
as chief signal officer on the same date. 

The drainage and sanitary arrangements are as nearly per- 
fect as they can be. New, and modern camp latrines have 
heen provided in ample numbers and each regiment or de- 
tachment has been provided with a roomy bath house, each 
one having eight showers, and with ample accommodations 
fer undressing and dressing. Two incinerators, one with a 
capacity of twenty-five loads a dav and another with a ca- 
pacity of fifteen loads a day, handle all the garbage of the 
big plant and every bit is consumed. 

The Kansas troops, comprising the 1st and the 2d Reei- 
ments of Infantry, a light battery and detachments of the 
signal and hospital corps, all under the command of Brigadier 
General Drew, arrived at the camp on Monday in four special 
trains, and they detrained and went into camp in a manner 
that called forth praise from the Regular officers detailed on 
duty with them during the encampment. 

The Oklahoma regiment, with detachments of the signal,

The Oklahomans are a fine body of men, and 
despite the fact that they had to unload and make camp in the 
dark they carried on their work with despatch and in a busi- 
nesslike way. The three regiments from Missouri and two 
light batteries from the same state, all under the command 
of Brigadier» General Clark, began arriving on the morning 
of the following day, the trains rolling into the camp siding 
until evening. The Missouri regiments are made up of a fine 
body of men, The 1st Regiment is from St. Louis, the 2d 
from Southwest Missouri, and the 3d from Kansas City. Bat- 
tery A is from St. Louis and Battery B from Kansas City. 

Mr. Thomas, a contractor from Fort Leavenworth, is go- 
ing over the route to be taken by the troops when they leave 
here Sept. 10 on their march to St. Joseph, Mo., to take part 
in the military tournament, making arrangements for supplies 
ahead. “Meat, vegetables, grain and sufficient water is being 
provided for at the different cities and towns. As the force 
will comprise about 5,000 officers and men and about 2,000 
horses, and mules, Mr. Thomas’s task is no small one. The 
greatest ‘trouble is in finding enough water accommodations. 
At Topeka the city will lay a three-inch main to the fair 
grounds where the command will be in camp for two days. 
At this point the 13th and 16th Infantry and the Engineer 
Battalion will entrain for St. Joseph, while the cavalry and 
artillery will ‘continue on by marching. ; 

An original idea in the way of band concerts has been in- 
augurated in this camp. On every Friday night the com- 
bined musicians of the 24 and 7th Cavalry, the 6th Field 
Artillery and the 13th and 16th Infantry, play a concert 
in front of General Kerr’s headquarters. ‘The bandmaster of 
each band will take turns throughout the encampment in 
leading. The first concert was played last week before an 
audience of several thousand officers and men, ladies from the 
post and hundreds from the city. 

On Saturday evening, Aug. 15, a minstrel troupe of the 
2d Cavalry gave a show in the post theater that was at- 
tended by over a thousand from the camp and the post. The 
entertainment was an excellent one and reflected great credit 
on the management and the performers, who were all en- 
listed men of the regiment. R 

Last week, on the recommendation of Colonel Banister, 
chief medical officer, the promiscuous eating of ice-cream by 
the troops was forbidden.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Major M. Henry Cohen, 2d Inf., Florida State Troops, who 
was found guilty by a G.C.M. of disobedience of orders and 
mutinous conduct, conduct prejudicial to good order and mili- 
tary discipline, and conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tlemen, was sentenced to dismissal, the Governor approving 
the sentence. The specifications alleged that Major Cohen, 
having, in his capacity as post commander, preferred charges 
against Capt. Estevan A. Moreno, Co. M, 2d Inf., placed him 
in arrest and relieved him from command of his company, and 
having afterward received lawful orders from the Adjutant 
General of the State, Major Gen. J. Clifford R. Foster, to 
immediately restore the said Captain Moreno to his command, 
disobeyed the same and did unlawfully resist and oppose the 
execution of such order, and did unlawfully solicit and invite 
inferior officers of the Post of Tampa, Fla., to join with him 
in resisting and opposing the execution of such order. Capt. 
E. A. Moreno, who was tried on a charge of conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline, was found 
not guilty and was acquitted. The specification of the charge 
alleged that he used profane and abusive language while on 
duty at Tampa. 

Military rule ceased in Springfield, Ill, Aug. 21, the 
militia force being reduced to one regiment and the task of 
preserving order being turned over to the civil authorities. 
The Ist Cavalry broke camp at daylight, and the 7th Infantry 
patrols were withdrawn from the streets. Sheriff Werner had 
an increased force of deputies on duty and the city police was 
also reinforced by a few special policemen. 

Lieut. John A. Barnard, of Co. K, has been elected cap- 
tain, vice Thomas Barron, who resigned a short time since 
on account of ill health, much to the regret of the company. 
Captain-elect Barnard joined the regiment as a private Oct. 5, 
1892, and is known as a competent young officer. : 

Adjutant General Lauck, by direction of Governor Gillette, 
issued an order on Aug. 18 prohibiting either the — militia 
or the National Guard from landing at Catalina Island while 
the island is under its present ownership and management. 
Concluding the order, General Lauck says: ‘‘Especially does 
the Governor compliment you for withdrawing your ship and 
command from Avalon because of the gratuitous insult to the 
uniform of the Navy of the United States by excluding en- 
listed men from the dance hall for the reason that they ap- 
peared in uniform. join with the Governor in his sen- 
timents herein expressed and desire to further inform you 
that in the future no organization of the National Guard or 
naval militia of this State will be permitted by this depart- 
ment to land on Santa Catalina Island under its present 
ownership and management, except for purely nécessary mili- 
tary purposes.’’ 

A new company, organized by Alfred H. Inman, and other 
residents of Plant City, Fla., and duly mustered into the 
service on the night of June 12, 1908, is assigned to the 
Coast Artillery Corps of the Florida State Troops and will 
be known and designated as the Ist Co., Coast Art. Corps 
The application of 1st Lieut.

The 1st Battalion of Field Artillery of New York, under 
command of Major David Wilson, will perform a tour of 
field service at Van Cortlandt Park from Sept. 5 to 7, in- 
elusive. The batteries taking part will be the Ist, 2d and 
3d. and will report at the park not later than 4:30 p.m., 
Sept. 5. Conical and other wall tefits will be brought to 
camp bv each command, and also fifty saluting cartridges: The 
camp will be pitched directly north of the old mansion.

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NEW YORK MILITIA COUNCIL. 


The following recommendations of the Militia Council of 
the New York National Guard relative to the military law 
have been approved by the Governor: 


1. Military Law, Section 16, paragraph 8: Cash sales of 
Military or Naval property to officers of the active militia or 
to organizations. 

a. ‘‘That the method of procedure for the officers of the 
active militia to follow be the same as that in operation under 
Section 17 of the Militia Act as set forth in G.O., No. 38, 
A.G.O., June 22, 1908, that such purchases be for cash in each 
and every case.’’ 

‘‘That in case the organization shall desire to have 
issue of property made a charge against the Military Fund 
of the organization, such-action is permissive under the fol- 
lowing conditions, viz., that the cost value o% such issue of 
property shall be deducted from the next anrai allowance due 
such organization.’’ ; 

2. Amount of military clothing and equipment on hand, 
and the supply of shortages to organizations: 

a. ‘That the Adjutant General maintain for sale at 
the State Arsenal an amount of clothing and equipment equiva- 
lent to five per cent. of that necessary to uniform and equip

3. Military Law, Section 210: Relative to pay for small 
arms practice for the present season: 

‘That as no funds were appropriated by the Legislature 
of 1908, applicable for this purpose for the year 1908, and 
in view of the fact that the National Guard in the perform- 
ance of the said duty during the present year acted under 
General Ordets, No. 7, Headquarters National Guard, 1908, 
which General Order was issued before Chapter 231 became 
a Jaw: that it is the opinion of the Council and recommen- 
dation that said Section 210, M.L., be not applicable, so far 
as referable to small arms practice, for the year 1908, but 
that pay for small arms practice commence in the year 1909°’’ 

4. Annual allowance of ammunition: 

‘(phat the Militia Council recommend that the allowance 
at the rate of 100 rounds ball cartridge be allowed to each 
officer and enlisted man for the arm or arms for which they 
are respectively required to practice, and that the regulations 
for small arms practice be amended increasing the allowance 
of ammunition in accordance with this recommendation.

CURIOSITY asks: A man serves in the Army as & com- 
missioned officer and is mustered out, being indebted to the 
U.S. for property unaccounted for at time of leaving the 
Service. If he enlists in the ranks can his pay be held up 
bed the amount covering above mentioned shortage? Answer:

OSWEGO 23 asks: I enlisted in the Army in May, 1899, 
and served until June, 1907, serving seven years ten months. 
I then purchased my discharge for $60. Now I have re-enlist- 
ed. How long must I serve before I can purchase my discharge 
again, and how much will it cost me? My seryice is all 
continuous. Answer: You can buy your discharge any time 
after serving one year. You do not state length of service. 
The chances are it will cost a little less now than before. 

F. C. K. asks: In reference to Circular No. 55, in the 
Army and Navy Journal of July 18, 1908, I was dishonorably 
discharged from the U.S. Marine Corps by sentence of a 
summary court, re-enlisted in the Coast Artillery Corps, and 
was tried for fraudulent enlistment by a G.C.M. Am I entitled 
to transportation? If so, where tof I enlisted at Syracuse, 
N.Y., in the Marine Corps and in Newark, N.J., for the Artil- 
lery. Answer: Military prisoners at Fort Leavenworth and 
Alcatraz only are entitled to transportation. Soldiers sen- 
tenced to dishonorable discharge, if imprisoned following sen- 
tence of court-martial, are entitled by law to $5 and a suit 
of outer clothing not exceeding $10 in cost. 

ENLISTED asks: How shall I get my final citizenship 

I took out first papers when enlisting, January, 
Am now serving on the China station. Answer: You 
will have to come to the United States. 

A SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) On what day of July, 1899, did 
the transport Zelandia arrive in Manila? (2) On what date 
did the 9th Infantry leave Manila for China, and.on what date 
did they arrive in China? (3) On what date did the 9th In- 
fantry leave Manila for the United States in 1902? Answer: 
1, 2 and 3 address the War Department, Washington, D.C. (4) 
Some of the survivors of the massacre of Balangiga, Samar 
Island, were recommended for certificates of merit. Why did 
they not get them? Did the authorities at Washington take 
any action on the case? Answer: Those entitled to cer- 
tificate of merit should apply to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, stating the case fully. (5) Does the time sailing from 
Manila to China count double? Answer: Yes. 

F. H. S. asks: Am I entitled to the Spanish-American War 
and Congressional medals? I served in Troop ©, 5th U.S. 
Cav., during the war and was discharged in Porto Rico, April, 
1899, under G.O. 40. Am now in the Navy. Answer: Your 
case is a peculiar one. If you were in the military service 
Jan. 11, 1905, you were then entitled to a badge. Whether 
you would be entitled to one while in the Navy is a subject 
for decision. 

B. J. B. asks: I enlisted Jan. 19, 1899; honorably discharged 
Jan. 18, 1902; served part of. my enlistment at Nome City, 
Alaska, with the 7th Infantry. Am I entitled to a campaign 
badge of any kind? Am still in the Service. Answer: No. 

T. E. L. asks: I served three years, six months, from 1898 
to 1902. I remained out until June 14, 1906, and am now 
serving on my third year on this enlistment. Am I not en- 
titled to re-enlisted pay? Our tri-monthly designates me as 
third enlistment man. Answer: You are in your first enlist- 
ment period. 

H. O. H. asks: I enlisted Oct. 5, 1900, discharged Sept. 
28, 1903, for convenience of government. Re-enlisted Sept. 12, 
1905; will be discharged Sept. 11, 1908. Will IL get the re- 
enlistment bonus? Answer: Yes. 

F. 8. K. asks: A man serving in fourth year of continuous 
service as follows: Five months, twelve days, was discharged 
to re-enlist for foreign service, and completes the three years 
Sept. 12, 1908, making three years, five months, twelve days’ 
service (continuous). Does he receive three months’ pay, 
bonus, on re-enlisting within three months? Answer: Prob- 
ably not. The case is peculiar and would call for decision 
by the Comptroller. 

M. O. K. asks: Enlisted Aug. 28, 1904, served one year, 
four months, twelve days, was discharged and re-enlisted for 
the convenience of the Government. I will be discharged Jan. 
9, 1909, within four years, four months, twelve days’ service. 
Will I get the bonus on re-enlistment? Answer: Probably 
not. 

Cc. L.’ R. asks: If discharged a private, first class, Hospital 
Corps, on first enlistment, will I be entitled to three months’ 
bonus on re-enlistment? Answer: Yes. 

R. 8S. F. asks: How many cooks are entitled to cooks’ pay 
at a regimental post hospital, where there are from forty to 
fifty men to cook for? If two, how should they be carried 
on payrolls so as to give each cook’s pay? Answer: This will 
be disposed of soon in a General Order. 

W. H. Y. asks: I enlisted Aug. 10, 1899; discharged April 
17, 1901; re-enlisted April 25, 1901; discharged April 24, 
1904; re-enlisted April 25, 1904; discharged April 24, 1907, 
re-enlisting same day. What is my present status? Answer: 
You are in your third period. 

ALASKA asks: Are Hospital Corps men, who are on D.S. 
on the military telegraph line on the Alaskan cable and tele- 
graph system, entitled to the extra pay under the appropria- 
tion in G.O. 80, W.D., ¢.s.: ‘‘Miscellaneous.—For extra pay 
to enlisted men of the line of the Army and to enlisted men 
of the Signal Corps employed in the Territory of Alaska, on 
the Alaskan cable and telegraph system, for periods of not 
less than. ten days, at the rate of thirty-five cents per day, 
thirty-six thousand dollars.’’ Hospital Corps men are de- 
tailed for duty on the trail whenever enlisted men of the 
line are on the construction work. Answer: You do not get 
the extra pay. The matter should be corrected by legisla- 
tion. 

J. K. asks: Am I entitled to a Philippine badge? I _ en- 
listed in the U.S. Navy Nov. 21, 1899. I left Norfolk, Dec. 
30, 1900, on the U.S.S. Frolic for the Philippines, arriving 
there April 24, 1901, serving two years. I was at the sur- 
render of the insurgents to Gen. F. D. Grant at Samar Island 
on April 27, 1902. I was regan: discharged from the 
Navy Feb. 2, 1904, serving two months and two weeks over 
time at Panama. Answer: You seem to be entitled to a badge. 
Address Bureau of Navigation, stating your service. 

A. 3 G. asks: (1) Enlisted Aug. 12, 1897, 8th U.S. In- 
fantry; went through Cuban campaign with Shafter’s 5th 
Corps, afterward with Army of Occupation to Havana; dis- 
charged Aug. 12, 1900, Fort Snelling. Am I entitled to 
campaign badge? Answer: No. (2) Also is there any 
money to which I would be entitled from any laws passed, 
etc., since then? Was released from NJ. Militia to serve 
in Regular Army at time of enlistment (Aug. 12, 1897). Am 
not now in Service; was in active service throughout 1898 
period. Answer: No. (3) Also, since discharge have been 
suffering at times with fever, brought on by the exposute, 
ete., of 1898. Can I apply for a pension? Answer:: Yee. 
Make application to Commissioner of Pensions, Washington, 
D.C. 





S. O. G. asks: I enlisted in April, 1898, and served in 
Cuba and the Philippines during the war in those islands, was 
discharged in 1901. Re-enlisted in 1908. Am I entitled _to 
campaign badges? Answer: If you were not in the service 
Jan. 11, 1905, you would not receive a badge. 

J. J. L. asks: What sergeants Hospital Corps are entitled 
to the $6 per month for mess Ca grog Are sergeants at post 
hospitals in charge of mess entitled to the $6, as the bill passed 
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by Congress provides that all mess sergeants shall receive. $6 
as such? Answer: An order is in preparation on this subeject,

4 N. A.—As to whether you could find employment as an as- 
sistant instructor of drill at a military school we cannot say. 
Regular Army officers are detailed as professors of military 
science and tactics to the leading institutes and colleges giving 
a military course.

PRIVATE asks: Is an enlistment that is made out, signed 
and dated on Sunday legal?

You are advised to address the Adjutant General of the 
Army; state your case fully and ask for a ruling on it. You 
certainly should receive a badge if any one should, though

NOTES FROM CAVITE. 
Cavite Naval Station, P.I., July 10, 1908. 

The cruisers Chattanooga and Galveston have returned to 
the harbor after a three weeks’ cruise around the southern 
coasts of China, and are coaling and overhauling for an 
extended tour along the northern coasts of China and Japan. 
They expect to return to bay before the arrival of the fleet. 

A committee of Army and Navy officers and civilians has 
been arranged to work in conjunction with the Army and 
Navy branch of the Y.M.C.A. in the Philippines for the es- 
tablishment of recreation rooms in Manila and Cavite, for 
the convenience and entertainment of the men of the Bat- 
tleship Fleet. The work was started by Secretary Collins, 
of the Fort McKinley Y.M.C.A. Capt. U. R. Harris, com- 
mandant of the navy yard, is head of the committee. Other 
members are Surg. Dudley N. Carpenter, U.S.N.; Capt. M. 
H. Barnum, aide to General Weston, and active workers of 
the association. It is proposed to provide a place for the 
sailors while ashore that they can go to and obtain lodging 
and food at the most reasonable rate possible. Two such 
places will be established in Manila and one in Cavite. 

The big naval tug Piscataqua left last Wednesday morn- 
ing with a supply of fresh beef and ice for Olongapo naval 
station, but con account of the high seas encountered outside 
Corregidor her captain, Chief Gun. C. B. Babson, U.S.N., 
turned about and sought shelter at Maraveles harbor until 


Friday. The ice melted during this time and the cargo of 
meat spoiled, The boat returned to Cavite to make a new 
start.
